HON. W. W. CRAPO. 


A Brief Sketch of an Ideal Repnbllcan 
Candidate. 


HOME OF niH TEKHONAL TBAITH AND IIIH 


PI IIT.IC OABEER. 



Hon. Wm. W. CTapo, of whom the 
above cut is a fair likenesR, is not a poli- 
tician whose great aim is to keep himself 
in the public eye, so that personally he is 
not known to the great majority, but 
there are very few in the state who have 
not heard of him, and of his almost ideal 
fitness for the governorship of this Com- 
monwealth. 

A man of slight build and rather less 
than medium liigbt, with an intellectual 
face, a bro.id. high forehead, keen gray 
eye.s, and a pointed aud firm chin hidden 
by a luxuriant gray beard — this is the de- 
scription of Hon. William W. Crapo that 
one would naturally think of upon meet- 
ing him in the street. plain suit of not 
the latest fashion and a soft felt hat 
would complete the surface picture; but 
a study of mental and domestic habits, of 
business traits and of political views and 
conduct, would be necessary before one 
could understand thoroughly the man as 
ho is and as be has been for a score of 
years. 

He was born in Dartmouth, a little 
town near the mouth of Buzzard’s Bay, 
from which New Bedford was taken 
about a century before, and bjth bis 
grandfather and his father were identi- 
fied with that section of the state. The 
grandfather wah a farmer in humble cir- 
cumstances, and his father succeeded in 
educating himself, mainly by his own 
efforts. The son fitted for college at 
Phillips Andover Academy, graduated at 
Yale, as most of the .Andover students 
do, aud after three years in the Harvard 
Law School, was admitted to the bar in 
ISS-j, when he was 2.“) years old. He en- 
tered the office of Hon. John H. Clifford 
and Hon. Lincoln F. Brigham in New 
Bedford, and the firm with which be sub- 
sequently became connected is one of 
the oldest and most distinguished law 
firms in that part of the state. The firm j 
now bears the name of Crapo, Clifford A 
Clifford, and consist of Hon. Wm. W. 
Crapo, his two sons, one of whom is i 
mayor of New Bedford, and the other ; 
has been a State Civil Service Commis- i 
siouer, and the two sons of the late cx- 
Goveruor Clifford. Mr. Crapo carried to 
his work a thorough equipment in legal 
lore and an abundance of worldly wis- 
dom that quickly placed him in the front 
rank of practitioners and won respect 
for liis'abilities from the men who had 
to face him at the bar. Before juries he 
proved himself uiuisually successful. His 
candor, the confidence that he invites, 
his skiB iu the management of cases, all 
helped to push forward his cause, uutil 
he leached the point where a llew^l•aper 
writer could say of him justly, "As a 
lawyer few men have had better reputa- 
tions.” 

It was ns a business counselor, liowever, 
that Mr. Crapo made his chief reputa- 
tion outside of the political world. His , 
insight into business matters was clear. 1 
his judgment was cool, and from all over 1 
the State in which he resides requests fur I 
liis opinions were scut. Indeed, no man ' 
was more sought there in such matters 
than he. From the business habits that 
this portion of bis legal work called into 
action, followed a close personal connec- 
tion with business affairs on behalf of 
himself aud the city. He became the 
President of the Slechanics National 
I Bank of New Bedfoad iu 187<), .md has 
j occupied the position ever since then. 

I This bank has been uiiifornily successful 
and raiik.s as one of the soundest institu- 
tions iu thst part of the State.

Then, at one 
time, New Bedford was falling into de- 
cay through the reduction of its wh.iliiig 
interests, and Mr. Crapo, with other cit- 
izens, took ail .active part iu introducing 
manufactures into the city. His iiiteres; 
iu such things still continues, and is 
shown by the places i»n Boards of Direc 
t*>rs which he li:is tilled. The Wam.siitta 
.Acushiiet and the Potumska MMIsare 
among those which he bus partly con- 
trolled. His interest in railroad goverii- 
nient began with a local company, but he 
has during the later years of* his life i 
been associated iu the maiiageiiieiit of 
several railroad corporations. Df one 
of them, the Flint and I’ere Marquette. 

I ho is president today. Ciuisiderablu 
Boston aud New Eugluud capital is in- 
! vested in this corporatiou, and under Mr. 

Crapo’s conservative ami able manage- 
I ment the property lias been developed 
j into one of the leading railroad lines of 
I Micbiguii. Indeed, all bis business oper- 
; utioiis are marked by great mental grasp, 
industry and energy, ami they have given 
I him the reputation of being “a souud 
business iiiau ami an able iiiaiiager.” 
Possibly bis interest iu railro,ad matteis 
ill the western part of the eouuiry grew 
i>ut of bis father’s removal there iu 1S5T.

not be a life occupation, but that public 
office is a public triisf, for which the 
qualifications should he superior ability 
and fitness and not partisan service. 

Directly after admiasion to the bar, ho 
became city solicitor of New Bedford 
and held the office (for 12 years. In the 
Fremont campaign he took the stump 
and m^e effective speeches: and at the 
following state election was elected to 
the legislature. He declined an election 
to flic senate, and reftmed again to enter 
nollticB, until, after urgent demand, be 
became a candidate for a seat in the 44tli 
t^’ongresB. He was elected and for seven 
years served bis district with lii»iior to 
himself and credit to the State. Among 
the notable men iu Congress at that time 
from Massachusetts, Mr. Crapo easily 
held a place among the foremost, and 
his abilities were recognized even in hi.s 
first term. 

At no time was he an active parti(>.... 
Always, however, he was a Hepublican 
who could safely be relied upon, and he 
gave bis attention primarily to the busi- 
ness interests that invited attention. 
Estimates of his Congressional work 
have lieen penned which describe him .as 
having enjoyed to an nnusiial degree the 
favor and approbation of his constituents 
and as having left Congress with a repu- 
tation second to that of no Massachusetts 
member among bis cootemporaries, and 
with bis value a legislator recognized by 
the country. 

TIIK fAMPAIG.V OF *82. 

In the Spring of 1882, there was a call 
that he become the Republican candi- 
date for governor, the field was clear, 
and he apparently was sure of a majority 
of the Republican voters. He conse- 
quently declined to^ACcept another term 
in Congress. But Hon. Robert R. Bish- 
op was nominated, and Mr. Crapo, re- 
fusing another nomination to Congress, 
resumed the practice of law. 

AS A CITIZEN. 

Now. Mr. Crapo spends nearly all of 
his time in New Bedford, attending to 
his business and professional duties, of 
coarse, but devoting many hours of the 
day to his library and his home. Many 
years ago he married Miss Sarah Tappan, 
a young lady who. with her relatives, 
haid lived formerly in Newburyport, but 
who then made her home with them in 
New Bedford. In all the activities of 
life in which Mr. Crapo has taken a part 
he has shown a depth of resources 
which few men possess and always gives 
one the impression of a quiet and scholar- 
ly man who, when the need comes, can 
show that be is equipped for emergencies 
“Of Mr. Crapo it may justly be said,” 
once wrote a Bay State Magazine contrib- 
I utor, “that on every occasion of life in 
which be has been .called upon for ans 
duty he has always risen ^equate to 
the occasion, and even exceeded in his 
efforts the most sanguine expectations of 
his friends. He has much of that re- 
serve power which does not manifest it- 
self until it is wanted, and then the sup- 
ply is equal to the demand." Mr. CTapo 
18 of a kind and genial nature, frank in 
manner, and courteous to all who ap- 
proach him, showing himself considerate 
of the feelings of others and ready to 
give syrapathic counsel to all who ask it. 
He is a man who commands respect rath- 
er than seeks popular applause, aud has 
long been accorded the title of first citi- 
zen of New Bedford, with the thanks 
that are due to one who has been so ac- 
tively useful in public spirited directions.

M. Cavanaugh gave notice of intention 
to build a house, corner of Middle and 
West streets, 05 by 30 feet; Sarah E. 
Iluestis, house on Woodbine street, and 
Wm. Leonard and .Tames Delacy, also 
gave notice of intention to build. 

Austin Sanders and other residents on 
Clinton Terrace asked to have their 
walks concreted. 

Residents ou South street asked for 
street lamps on that street. 

Chas. A. Wyman, Fisher Ames, and 
other residents of Temple street pro- 
tested against allowing posts to be put 
up on that street for any purpose. 

G. M. Rice. Sumner street, asked for 
concrete walks in front of his estate. 

A. J. Fiske and Co. asked for concrete 
walks on Watertown street 

Theodore L. Mason asked for license 
to move building, 22 by 23, with 12 foot 
posts, from Wastiington street to a point 
near his residence ou Nonantum Place. 
Alderman Childs stated that there was 
some feeling in regard to the matter 
among the neighbors and on his motion 
a hearing was granted, Monday evening, 
Sept. 0th, at S o’clock. 

Residents on South street asked for a 
plank walk from Hammond street to the 
Boston line. AH referred to Highway 
committee. 

Street lamps ware asked to be restored 
on Adams street, near the Catholic 
church, taken away when the electric 
light was put up. 

Two street lamps wore asked for ou 
Parker street; referred to lamp commit- 
tee. 

J. A. Delacy asked for license to build 
stable on Bourne street, for two horses; 
Geo. B. Wilson, stable for 12 horses on 
Clark street; M. Z. Gieeii, stores and 
tenement, corner Watertown and Wash- 
ington streets: D. H. MeWain, stores 
and tenement on Pelham street, all 
passed under suspension of the rules. 

At this point Alderman Pettee called 
on Alderman Childs to take the chair, as 
he wished to leave for Boston. Alder- 
man Childs modestly suggested that it 
would be better to call on an older mem- 
ber, instead of a mere infant, as it were, 
in city experience. Alderman Jolinson 
said give the infant a chance, with which 
encouragement Alderman Childs took 
the chair and made a very acceptable 
and business-like presiding officer. 

E. W. Hodgdon asked for license to 
build harness shop and tenement in 
front of his residence on Washington 
street. Ward Two; granted. 

THE STREET RAILWAY. 

Alderman Harbach presented the pe- 
tition of the Newton Street Railway 
company, for leave to extend their tracks 
from Washington through Crafts street, 
to the electric light station, and also to 
build their tracks one side of the street, 
instead of in the centre of Washington 
street. .\ hearing was granted ou these 
two points for Monday evening. Sept. 
Ibth, at 8 o’clock. 

The company also asked to bo allowed 
to lay their rails without chairs, and to 
concrete between the tracks instead of 
macadamize, where it was thought de- 
clarable. 

Tlfese two latter points were referred 
to a committee of three, appointed by 
the chair— Aldermen Harbach, Johnson 
and Tolman. 

President Geo. W. .Morse said that on 
the two latter points the company would 
Jike to be heard to-night, as it was 
«iuite important to have those matters 
decided, as if chairs were to be bought, 
they wanted to older them at once. He 
presented an order which he had pre- 
pared, substituting a LVpound rail for 
the 50-pound required, and laid without 
ch liis, on chostiint or oak ties, and 
.filled in with conciete or crushed stone, 
uf should be deemed advisable, tlie whole 
to/Ve done satisfactory to tlie aldermen, 
or highway cuiimiittce. 

W.dtham and Walertown had, ho said, 
gr.inted tlie use of Hie 45-pound rail, and 
chairs were only needed where paving 
stones were used for a track for horses, 
but i»aviug was not desirable in Newton 
and was :i needless expense. He thouglit 
tlie piiactical (piestions arising as to the 
buiViing of the road s'.iouhi be referred 
Xc '801110 special committee, tlie board de- 
ciding about the general regulations. 

He ilieii called on Mr. Ferguson, who 
is a practical street railway builder, and 
.ill reply to .Vlderman .loliiisun, Mr. Fer- 
guson said that cliuirs keep tlie rails up 
.above the ties, but the rails would be ^ 
tinner spiked 1 igbt to the ties, in the I 
same manner as the steam railway tracks 
were hid. Without chairs tlie filling 
would bo 4 inches deep above the ties, 
and <iiiite a depth between them. 
.‘iSiecl chairs could not be obtained any- 
vway, owing to the dolinstowii tlood, and 
iron chairs would have to be hubstituied 
dll some places, us in the eentie of the 
vUJagus, concrete would he butter, and 
vu other places, crushed stone. Newport 
and .Vttleboro were putting down a 40- 
|M>uiid rail, and lie thoiigiit a 4.5-poiind rail 
«'ould do for Newton. in reply to a 
tjuestiun, lie admitted tliat ilie West End 
company were vising a lieavier tail. Tho 
cost of fonciete would he very much 
more if done by local paities, and lie 
could not give the exact ligures, hut tho 
c imp any had sent for bids from outside 
parties. 

Mr, Morse said lie liad just received 
figures from Gore A Co , and the cost of 
concrete would lie $1.2Jl. and of mc- 
adam, The company intended 

to give Nt wton one vd the best roads in 
the .'stuti- in either case. 

The ch iiiges we:e then referrod to the 
special committee.

A motion to pay H. W. Mason $200 for 
work pei formed in making abstracts of 
deeds for the assessors, was referred to 
the committee on finance. 

NEWTON (’ENTRE PI.AYOROI ND. 

Alderman Harbach presented an order, 
appropriating $10,000 for the Ward Six 
playground, on condition that tho land 
should he deedevl to the city and that an 
equal amount bo given by citizens of 
Newton Centre. 

Alderman Cliadw lck called for the re- 
port of the committee on Parks. Alder- 
man Johnson said that tho chairman of 
the Park committee. Alderman Pettee, 
was away, but the changes that had been 
made, leaving out one corner of the pro- 
posed playground, which was separated 
from the rest and was a* very small lot, 
cut down the expense of tho whole from 
$24,000 to $20,(X)0, and with this change 
ho approved of tho city’s giving half the 
cost. 

Alderman Chadwick asked if the Park 
committee did not recommend giving 
only ;W,000 or 25 per cent, of the cost. 
He thought that was tho utmost that the 
city should do. 

The special report was taken from the 
table, read and accepted, and Alderman 
Chadwick moved to make the city’s con- 
tribution $5,000. 

Tlio roll was called and the $10,000 
order was passed with Alderman Chad- 
wick voting no, the vote standing 4 to 1. 

Alderman Childs ruled that this was a 
two-thirds vote, there being no alderman 
from Ward Seven, although the citizens 
had indicated their preferences. 

An order was passed for the posting of 
the notice of tho street railway hearing 
and the advertising of it in both local 
papers, and on motion of Alderman 
Chadwick tho board adjourned to Mon- 
day evening. Sept. 9th, at 7.15 o’clock.

A Question of Life and Ileatlii 

Gov. Amos in support of his position 
ns a petitioner for free iron ore, free 
coke, and free coni, is reported ns saying, 
“It is not a question of politics; it is a 
question of life and death.” But the 
Protcct-everything party evidently con- 
sider it a “question of life and death” 
also. .Some weeks past we called atten- 
tion to the words of Senator Sherman 
and Congressmen McKinley and Goff on 
this point. Scarcely more than a year 
ago the Home Market Club in banquet 
assembled applauded the speakers Just 
named for such statements ns these:— 
“But such a decision [free wool and 
free iron ore] would be an abandonment 
of the whole principle of protection.” 

“I assure you there is no wayside sta- 
tion in the work of cutting down duties 
when once entered upon.” 

“You can’t have free wool and free 
coal, and then have i)rotected woolen and 
cotton goods. If you undermine the 
foundations, the structure will fall.” 

And now the new Secretary of the 
Club, Albert Clarke, issued a letter under 
date Aug. 21, and reaffirms this extreme 
positi* n. He declares free wool, free 
iron, f §3 coal, etc., to bo wedges which 
will “utterly separate and break down 
the party of protection.” Let the battle 
rage. Col. Clarke has consistency on his 
side, and Gov. Ames common-sense on 
bis. In the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred eighty and 
eight the name of Oliver Ames stood 
first on the list of vice-presidents of the 
Home Market Club! We commend to 
our bold Governor the following lines 
from a Puritan Poet as an appropriate 
reply to the challenge of the new Secre- 
tary: 

•'My sentence is for open war: of wiles, 

More unexpert, I boast not: them let those 
Contrive who need; or when they need, not now; 

For while they sit contriving, shall the rest. 
Millions that stand In arms, and longing wait 
The signal to ascend, sit lingering here 
And for their dwelling place 
Accept this dark poproblous den of shameV” 


A High Tariff Prophesy. 

“The Free Traders tell us boldly and 
defiantly, through their organs and 
circular letters, that they have already 
begun to educate” the people for the 
Congressional battle of next year and the 
Presidential election of 18112.

The Mugwump press is not only 
active but aggressive anil arrogant. Anti 
in opposition to all this, what is being 
done in the interests of Protection? Very 
little, we are compellad to admit, out- 
side of that done by The Americ.\n Pro- 
TEcnvE Tariff League. And why is 
this so? Well, because we are “tired of 
Tariff talk.” And suppose this apathy 
continues, what will be the I'esult? It is 
not difficult to foresee. The victory of 
last November was won by too narrow a 
margin to be retained without a struggle. 
Already the enemy is hard at work to 
overthrow the results of Inst fall. And 
they will have no difficulty if Protection- 
ists remain “tired of Tariff talk.” We 
shall soon find that wo will have thrown 
away what we have gained, and the se- 
quel will be a President, Scutate and 
House, all in favor of Free Trade.”

Oeeultutioii of Jupiter. 

The occultatioii of Jupiter 'Fuesday 
evening presented several parts of 
especial interest, altbougli observed with 
the aid of an opera gl.ass not powerful 
enough to show the moons of the planet 
ill tlic haze of the atmosphere, or even to 
define clearly the planetary disk. 

'File first was the groat apparent re- 
duction of the planet’s brightness 
in i)i’*)xiniity to the moon, .hipitcr is next 
to Venus tbemost brilliant of tlie planets, 
and is conspicuous even as on Wednesday 
wlieii but about ten tlegrees distant from 
a moon nearly full, but as it a|>piuaclicd 
occultatioii it appeared scarcely brighter 
than a star of tlie second niagnitude. 

'File secomi was tlie markeil effect id 
irradiatioii. 'Fliis plieiiomeiin causes a 
blight object seen against a dark back- 
grouiul to appear larger than its actual 
size. It is commonly noticed at new 
moon, causing tlie crescent to appear 
disproptM tionatcly large in comparison

QUEER CHARACTERS WHO HAUNT 
NEW YORK'S LIBRARIES. 


Three That Act Alike, Tet Do Not Know 

Rach Other — An Old Man Who Never 

Takes Anything but Anthou’s ClaMlcal 

Dictionary— A Student of Longevity. 

In many publio libraries of this city 
there are daily to bo seen some decidedly 
eccentric characters. Their faces are fa- 
miliar to all the attaches of the place they 
frequent, and every occasional visitor has 
speculate at one time or other about 
them. 

In the Mercantile library, for instance, 
there are three men who spend the entire 
day there reading anything and every- 
thhig, and this they have been doing for 
years. One is an elderly man and both 
the others are middle aged. They are at 
the door of the room when it opens in the 
morning at 9 o’clock. They take their 
scats in the most methodical fashion and 
begin. One of them occasionally goes 
down stairs, gets a book from the library, 
and returning in a few moments, settles 
himself in his corner with a grunt of sat- 
isfaction and then appears oblivious to 
his surroundings for hours. 

At noun, or thereabouts, this trio goes 
out to luncheon. Not together, as each 
seems to bo unaware of the similarity of 
the other’s habits. Sometimes one comes 
back in tw’cnty minutes, sometimes in 
thirty, but none would presume to re- 
main away longer than an hour. 

In the afternoon their pastime is again 
resumed, and it is continued until the 
doors close at night, when they go away 
reluctantly. 

When the library made a rule to close 
at 3 o’clock Saturday afternoons, these 
people and several others protested 
against the early closing movement as 
an outrage. 

Over at the Astor library there was 
formerly a |)eculiar looking German who 
wore wax^d ringlets and a tremendous 
necktie. He studied Goethe entirely, and 
made notes by the bushelful on dirty 
scraps of paper that ho picked from the 
floor or Ashed from his pockets. He has 
been missed for some time. 

There is one nice looking, white haired 
old gentleman who comes to tlie Cooper 
union reading room in tho neighborhood 
of 2 o’clock every day and calls for “An- 
thon’s Cla-ssical Dictionary,” which is a 
sort of biography of eminent ancient 
characters. 

He never asks for anything else, and 
when he is seen to enter, the librarian, if 
not busy, goes to the case and brings that 
work to t ho desk. 

Tho pfxuliar thing about this character 
is that he has been pursuing this custom 
ever since 1883. The reading room was 
closed (luring the extensive alterations to 
the building during ’85 and ’80. When 
it reopened almost tho first visitor w’as 
this same white haired old gentleman, 
and Mr. Curtiss, the librarian, could not 
repress a broad smile as tlie old gentle- 
man stepped before his desk and, laying 
down his check, said, “How d’ye do? 
Glad you’re open again,” and then add- 
ed, unconcernedly, “Anthon’s Classical 
Dictionary, please.” 

There is another queer fellow who 
comes into the same reading room and 
follows tho attendants around as they file 
newspapers and periodicals. As soon as 
tho attendant places one of these in its 
proper place tho queer individual takes 
it up and rapidly turns and scans the 
pages. When tlio next one is placed he 
props tho first and skims over the second. 
This lie does with each and every one. 
He seems to have no definite object in 
doing this, as he cares not what the pub- 
lication may be. 

At first the library assistants did not 
know what to make of him, but they are 
used to him now and would miss his com- 
panionship were ho to leave off. 

There is a third man who is also a 
daily visitor, and ho must have informa- 
tion enough stored away in liis breast to 
run tho world. 

Ho is probably between 55 and 60 
years old. He has an air of comfort 
about lum, and might bo taken for a 
one time workingman who had amassed 
a competence upon which he proposed 
to live at his ease for tho rest of his 
days. Ho has been coming to tho libra- 
ry for several years and began his read- 
ing on volume 1 of tho American En- 
cyclopaedia. That book he called for 
every day for goodness knows how long, 
and when ho had presumably exhausted 
its coutimts ho began on volume 2, 
and so he continued until ho came to 
the last volume. 

Then ho began on volume 1 agaiu 
and went over tho entire ground. It is 
thought that he lias read the Encyclo- 
pmdia at least a dozen times, and he is 
still at it. 

Up at the Mechanics’ library on West 
Sixteenth street an old man had been a 
frequent visitor. Ho was fully 85 years 
old and feeble at that. Ho had a mania 
for reading books on longevity, and 
bored for hours over “Inman’s Preser- 
vation of Life,” “Collins’ Secret of Long 
Life,” and books of tho kind. 

“Look ut that old man,” said tho 
librarian one day to his assistant. “I 
don’t tliink his deep study on the pres- 
ervation of life will keep him from tho 
grave much longer. lie has been look- 
ing badlv for a week or two, and ap- 
IH'ars to uo at tho edge of the precipice 
now.” The prophecy proved correct, 
for the next thing heard of the old man 
was that ho had been called from this 
weary world, and tho know ledge gleaned 
from Collins or lamau did not sufllee to 
keep him. 

Another character ut tho Mechanics’ 
library is an old lady who revels in tho 
most sentimental love stories. Then 
there are several misses who draw out 
l)Ooks of tho deepest nhiiosophy "just to 
show tho high taste they huve,^’ the man 
ut the desk says, and there are a numbcT 
of ohi men who delight in reading tales 
of adventures fur Iniys. 

Tho ubiquitous tramp is a frequent 
caller at the Mechanics’ and other free 
reading rooms, es|>ecially during cold or 
rainy wcatlier. 

The only peculiar thing about him, 
though, ib'ids aversion to reading and 
his ability to sleep behind a newsiuiper 
without a ({uiver of the baud. — New 
York News. 


Tlip AiiMtrnlinii Hyntcni. 
ManflacIiUKettn will give the no-cnlled 
AuHtraliati ballot syntem itn firnt com- 
plete lest on November .5, next. As 
thiH law lias been piiHHcd in the interest 
of the purity of the ballot, its provisions 
should bo carefully studh>(l and thor- 
oughly understood by all intelligent 
citizens. Its essential features are secret 
voting, freedom from iVitcrferenco at the j 
p(»lls, checking, impnjper use of money j 
at elections, and lessening the expenses ; 
of candidates. The provisions of the law ' 
are briefly as follows: j 

Besides the sections relating to the ; 
appointment of additional election of- ' 
fleers, providing penalties for illegal con- i 
duct, tlie publication of instructions to ! 
voters, the delivery of ballots to cities ! 
and towns, the act treats the subject un- 
der the head of tho nomination of candi- | 
dates, the printing of ballots, tho form ' 
of ballots, the arrangement of voting | 
apartments and tho preparation of bal- ' 
lota. Tho law nrovi(fes that all ballots i 
shall be printea at the public expense; I 
those case at municipal elections being i 
printed by the city clerk and paid for by I 
the city, and all others being printed by I 
the secretary of state aud paid for by 
the state. Private ballots are not af- j 
lowed, and no ballots of any kind can bo I 
taken outside the enclosure of the polling 
precinct. | 

Candidates may be nomina'*cd in any 
one of three ways. First, by any con- ' 
veutioii of delegates; second, by any j 
caucus of qualified voters: third, by in- ; 
dividual voters, providea nomination 
papers to that effect are signed by not j 
less than one thousand vutcis for a nom- 
ination for a state office, or, for any j 
other nomination, by a number not less i 
than one for every hundred voters in the i 
district, and not less than fifty in all. 
All nomination papers for state offices ' 
must bo filed with the secretary of state 
fourteen davs before election; noraina- i 
tiou papers for mayor and aldermen must 
be filed ten days, and for other city of- 
ficers six days, before election with the 
city clerk. Nominees for state officers 
may withdraw not less than ten d.ays be- i 
fore, aud nominees for city officers may i 
withdraw not less than five d.ays before i 
election. Although two or more times , 
as wide, all ballots must be of the same ! 
length aud color, and printed with the 
same size of type as heretofore, except 
that women’s ballots are to be tinted. 
The outside of each ballot ha.s an official 
stamp on it, and the ballot must be dej 
posited folded, so that tho names are | 
concealed from view. Twice as many 
ballots are provided as there are voters, 
and ballots spoiled in the marking can be 
returned aud others obtained therefor by 
the voter. Printed lists containing the 
names, residences and party or political 
appellations of all candidates must be 
publicly posted and also published in | 
two newspapers before election by the 
secretary of state or the city clerk. Each , 
polling place is provided with voting 
shelves or compartments, not less than 
one for every 75 voters, in which the 
voters may conveniently mark their bal- 
lots while screened from the observation 
of others. A guard rail keeps all but 
election officers and those actually en- 
gaged in voting at least six feet from the 
shelves and the ballot boxes, and only 
four voters in excess of the number of 
voting shelves are allowed in the enclosed 
space at one time. A voter cannot oc- 
cupy a voting slulf already occupied by 
another, nor remain within the enclosed 
space more than ten minutes, nor ke^ 
.a voting shelf more than five minutes, it 
otlicrs are waiting. Voters who are 
blind, or who are physically disabled 
from m.aking their ballots, can receive 
the assistance of one or two of the elec- 
tion officers. The method of voting iy*a.s 
follows: The voter gives his name and 
residence, and, if his name is found upon 
the check list be enters the enclosure, 
receives a ballot from the ballot clerk and 
has his name checked upon the voting 
list. lie then proceeds to the voting 
shelf, marks his ballot secretly by put- 
ting a cross opposite the name he wishes 
to vote for, folds his ballot, goes to the 
ballot box, gives his name and residence, 
and, if his name is found upon tho check 
list, places his ballot in the ballot box 
exactly as heretofore, and retires from 
the enclosure. — Milford Journalr

Tho boftvil of nhiornipn met in eporiftl 
session. Mondny nipiit. .Vidornmn Pcttee 
in tlio chair, Mayor Hurr heinR absent 
from the city.

^ Alderman Harbach reported leave to 
withdraw on John Stearns’ petition to 
have the city repair the road on Clark 
street, on the ground that the city was 
not liable.

Fnlr Exchange* no Robbery. 

Two men once established thomselvs 
on opposite banks of a broad river. By- 
and-uy both men erected two large mills, 
one each for tlio manuf.acturo of woolen 
goods and one each for the manufacture 
of metallic goods. In studying their es- 
timates for machinery, John found that 
ho could eijuip his woolen mill with the 
best machinery by keeping 100 men at 
work 100 days* but to make the machin- 
ery for the metal working mill he must 
keep 100 men working 150 days; total, 
100 men at work 2.50 days. On tlio other 
hand Sam found out that his 100 men 
could not make the machines for his 
w’oolen mill in less than 1.50 days, w liere- 
as they could easily make the machinery 
for the other mill in 100 days. John 
thereupon proposed that with his 100 
men he should make two sets of woolen 
machinery, which would take 200 days; 
and that Sam’s men sliouid make two 
sets of metal-working machinery which 
also would take 2(X) days. Then John 
would exchange his extra set of wool- 
making machines fur Sam's extra set of 
metal-working machines. The exchange 
would take the 200 men 1 day’s work — 
John would have his mill equipped and 
have 100 men ready to work 40 days ex- 
tra, and Sam’s gain would be the same. 
Total gain to the two villages 49 d.ay’s 
work of 2(X) men, But Sam said, “What 
river is this?’’ — and when the people said, 
“The St. Lawrence,’’ Sam said the ex- 
change was impossible.

Sam says if the 
river had been called “Ohio” he would 
have been glad to make the exchange.

A Plaiu Talk About Wages. 


1. WHAT WAGES ARE. 

A great deal of the misunderstaDding 
on tlie subject of wages arises from the 
notion that wages are money. Wages 
are not money; wages are a house, fuel, 
clothing, food, travels, books, tools. 
Gold and silver are of no value until they 
are exchanged for these real wages. 
High wages are a comfortable home, 
warmth in winter, abundant cloihing, 
bountiful and wholesome food, opportu- 
nity for travel, books and time to read 
them, the very best tools of trade. Low 
wages are an unhealthy tenement, a 
bushel of cinders, ragged garments, hun- 
ger. no dhance for change of air or com- 
panions, no reading but the latest mur- 
der, poor tools or borrowed ones. ( )ne 
dollar a day mav be high wages; ten 
dollars a day may bo low wages. If we 
could all stop thinking of wages ns 
pounds, shillings and pence, or as dol- 
lars, cents and mills; and begin to think 
of wages as life, that is food, raiment, 
slielter, and progress, a good deal of tho 
dilliculty in tho problem would be over- 
come at once.

How are houses made? By work. How 
are clothing and fuel produced? By 
work. How can the earth bo made to 
yield food? By w»>rk. Railroads, and 
books, and too s, whence come they? 
From work. What makes wages, then, 
fur all these things are wages? Eviilent- 
ly work makes wages. l..abor of hand 
and head brings forth dwellings and gar- 
ments and railroads and bread. Wages 
then come from labor, labor of hand and 
head. But not all work produces; ainl 
wtnk winch does not produce cannot 
make wages. If John throws st»tnes 
:from one side of tho fence to the other 
side today, and tomorrow throws them 
back, amf next throws them over once 
more, and so continues, ho produces 
nothing, ho makt-n no wages, neitiier 
Inmses, nor focul, nor clothing, nor any- 
thing. I’erhaps ho nets some of these 
things, but ho earns nothing. Few men 
perliaps pursuo lalmr quite so fruitless 
as John’s, but many men do work that 
l)roducos very little, ilirectly or indi- 
rectly. 

3. HOW WAGES ARE RAISED. 

If wages aro houses; then more houses 
mean more wages, if wages aro f*)od 
and fuel and clothing; then more food 
and fuel and clothing must mean nnire 
wages. Now, to have more housos and 
clothing and food and fuel we must make 
more, that is wo must work more. But 
to work moro do(>su’t mean to work 
longer, but to work moro intelligently. 
Make nmro w.ages and you will have 
moro wages. Ves, some one replies, if 
moro good tilings are produced there 
will be moro of them in tlio world, moro 
of tlioni in the nation, but the real work- 
ingman doesn’t gut any moro. Let us 
see. To make suro that this trouble- 
some tar ill (pieslion won't confuse us we 
will consider wages in England ainl 
America. In 1S4«I England practically 
adopted free-traile; between 1S4G ami lt<s*9 
wages in England doubled. What does 
that mean? .Simply that in ls<9 English 
workingmen, tho pauper laborers, get 
twice as good Innnes, twice ns good 
clothing, twice as mnch and butter ftiod, 
twice tho opportunity to grow and to 
enjoy, that tiioy did in IS 10. Thusu aro 
facts not tiieones. Ou this side tho 
Atlantic wo had in ISIO a low protective 
tarilf to whicli we liavo luado since most 
tromendous additions; between 1^40 and 
1SS9 wages in America doubled. « .More 
f«)od, butler clothing, pleasanter homes, 
greater leisuro, liavo come to .Vmerican 
laborers as to English laborers. In both 
cases tho same simple, utfective, rea- 
son:— increased production! Wheat is 
w.tges. cotton is wages, cattle are wages, 
woolens are wag» s, liardware is wages, 
books aro wages, roails and bridges, and 
cars, and boats, are wagus, fuel is wages; 
and England and .Vmerica today can pro- 
duce by ovety tyan's toil twice as mucli 


(perhaps moro) of wheat, and cotton, 
and cattle, and woolens, and hardware, 
and books, and all good things. Wo 
know that tho things hnvo boon made, 
and we see that tho workingmen iiavo 
them, ns they never before have had 
them. 

4. now WAGES ARE LOWERED. 

Wages must fall when fewer things 
aro produced. If wo raise but half ns 
much wlieat this year ns last wo shall 
have but half as much, and what wo have 
will make tho wage rate. Include every- 
thing, wheat, corn, potatoes, manufact- 
urers, all things — make this year but 
half as much as wo did last. Who suf- 
fers? We, who have only half as much 
ns wo had Inst year, wo suffer. If strikes 
and lockouts and riots and fires and 
floods decrease the nation’s store of food 
and fuel and clothing; the nation will 
hnvo less food and fuel and clothing; and 
John tlie liodcnrrier will hnvo less as 
well as John tho banker. If men wlio 
work ten hours a <lny can produce more 
than men who work eight hours a day 
an eight hour law will bo a law to de- 
crease w’nges. If Germany chooses to 
uniform, feed, and house .590,900 of her 
best workmen, and keep them idle, 
wages must sUiy down. China will have 
no sewing machines nor other foreign 
devjls. .She forbiils her people to pfo- 
duco mure, and so sho keeps wages low. 
Genius tunnels tho Aliis and increases 
production; French folly blocks one ond 
of the tunnel and Italian Idiocy tho other, 
till wo wonder what the tunnel is for. 
Enterprise and invention brings tho pro- 
ducts of the world to our poris;— tho 
ports aro blockaded by a stupid tariff. 
Energy makes an iron roatl by which 
wealth may move from Mexico to us; 
protection makes the road a toll-path. 
The little story above of John and .Sam 
is no nursery fable but a serious condi- 
tion. The law that forbids us to ex- 
change our unexcollod machinery for tlio 
working of wooii and metals in return 
for the superior w’oolen machinery of 
England, actually compels us to labor 10 
I ours for what we can do in 8 hours. 
What right has Congress to rob the na- 
tion of 2 hours’ toil? Distribution, ex- 
change, is tho final step without which 
production is wasted. Protection claims 
to increase production and begins by de- 
creasing distribution. It is as if a physi- 
cian should attempt to stimulate diges- 
tion and assimilation by stopping the 
circulation. To say that protection 
makes high wages is like saying that the 
less you make the more you will have. 
But protection is worse than silly, it is 
insulting. How? 


EXCAVATION OF DELPHI. 


AN APPEAL FOR FUNDS FOR THIS 
IMPORTANT W’ORK. 


To the Editor of tho OiiAriiic. 

The readers of the circular, issued 
by the Archaeological Institute, are 
asked to spread as widely ns possible the 
information which it contains. It is not 
easy to exaggerate the impetus which 
classical scholarship would gain from 
an excavation of tho world famed site of 
Delphi. Art, architecture, history and 
literature would receive fresh light from 
a revelation of tho treasures, which have 
been, for so many centuries, hidden. It 
is to be hoped that American patriotism 
may not be wounded by a neglect to em- 
brace this opportunity which is offered 
to ns, and that wo may not fall behind 
(Germany and Franco, countries which 
have already conducted excavations of 
great importance. 

Tho “American School of Classical 
.Study at Athens’’ is an organization lif- 
ted to tho supervision of this work of 
excavation. It is under tho general di- 
rection of Dr. Charles Wahlstein, tho 
most eminent of American archaeologists, 
and under the special su])crintondcnco of 
some one of tho professors of Greek of 
tho contributing universities and colleges. 
.Students receive, gratuitously, personal 
direction in their archaeological research 
and study, and not merely students in 
the school but all American travellers 
receive tho courteous assistance of the 
director and enjoy tho advantage of tho 
line library. 

I am personally so deeply indebted to 
the American school for tho pleasure and 
profit of my weeks in Greece, that 1 
make only a proper acknowledgement in 
testifying to the practical elliciency and 
to the scholarly value of its work.

THE CIRCUL.VR 

states that tho Greek Government has 
olVeied to tho Archaeological Institute of 
Americ.i, tho coucessiou of tho privilege 
to excavaie the site of Deliihi, provided 
tho sum r«*quired for tho expropriation 
of the village of Kastri, now standing on 
tho site, should be obtained before the 
first of December next. 

The Instituto has adopted resolutions, 
appealing to tho public for the •'^^75,999 
leqiiired, and promising to take charge 
of the Work, for live years, under the 
management of the .Vmerican school 
at Athens, and )>Iedging tho income of 
tho Institute, after the necessary expenses 
have been met, for live years. 

Tho circular says: Tho investigation 
of the remains at Delphi is tho most in- 
teresting and important work now ro- 
niaining to be accomplished in the Hold 
of classical arclueology. Tho part wihich 
Deliihi played in the history of (ireece is 
too well known to need recounting. Tho 
iinaginati'Ui of every man who recognizes 
what modern civilization owes to ancient 
Greece is stirreil by the name of Delphi 
as by no other name except that of 
Athens. The centre of Greek religion 
Lit* centuries, the situ of its mos t 
famous oracle, tho meeting-)>Iacu of its 
greatest council, tho locality adorned by 
many of the noblest works of the inconi- 
paralile genius of theGreeks.au'l crowded 
with poetic as well as with historic as- 
sociations throughout the whole purioil 
of the glory of tJ recce, — Delphi will be 
forever one of the most sacred seats of 
the lite of the human race. To recover 
what may now bo recovered of tho le- 
niuius of its ancient greatness, to ascer- 
tain all that mav now lie ascertained con- 
ceining the cfiaracter of its famous 
liuildiugs, to collect the fragments ot the 
works of art which lie buried in the soil, 
to gather tho inscriptions with which its 
walls were covered, to gain all possible 
knovvledge concerning it. — is a task of 
the highest honor to those who may ac- 
complish it, and one which .Vnioricans 
may well bo proiul and glad to undertake. 

The precise sum required to secure tho 
expropriation ot the ground, ami to com- 
pensate the inhabitants of Kastri. whose 
iiouses now occuiiy the site ot Delphi, 
cannot bo stateil. It is prob.iblo that 
about .SS9,(HK) will bo needed, anil that 
this sum must be secured betore the 
tireok Governnient will grant the conces- 
sion. The amount has been dutermined 
approximately by tho surveys and esti- 
mates of two commissions of French and 
tireek engineers. it is for this sum, 
therefore, that we ask tho public.

The Real Issue. 

Templeton, tho Boston correspondent 
of tho Hartford Courant, expects to see

The real issue between the friends of 
tho two candidates as it now appears is 
narrowed down to a contest for the abler 
man, spontaneously suppoited by the 
people on the one side, and a conceited 
efiort on the part of a set of i)oliticians 
on tho other to put a man into the gover- 
norship.

I 
think so still. My first opinion was 
based more upon the operation of the 
temperance question, w'.iich has now 
gone a good ileal out of sight, though it 
is liable to bo presented later with etVect, 
It may be said against my present view, 
which assumes the better feeling among 
tho republicans as sure to triumph, that 
it was ignominiously beaten in the nomi- 
nation of Gov. Ames three years ago. 
Tho ilitferenco between that perioil and 
the present is that this feeling then did 
not assert itself. It seems to bo very 
much alive now, and it is having great 
weight among tho politicians, as well as 
the people of the state. A significant 
feature of the contest is tho very few 
public men of iniportanco who 
are on Mr. Brackett's side. Aside fn ni 
one or two men who good-naturedly give 
him a nominal adherance on account of 
personal association, there is not one 
man who has more than a local reputa- 
tion in our luilitics among those who 
favor his noniinatiou. .'several of our 
members of Congress, and others who 
might naturally be expected to take his 
side, do not venture to do so, remaining 
neutral in tbe contest.

the work of disseminating the larger 
religious faith in .lapan, although it may 
lie years before the masse.', are reached.

ATTEND THE CAUCUSES. 


The Republican caucuses on Saturday 
eveuiuR of this week are of more than 
usual importance, as the stand taken by 
Newton will have a considerable effect 
upon the campaign for the governorship. 
We believe that the m.njority of Republi- 
cans in Newton would prefer to see Mr. 
Crapo governor, rather than Mr. Brack- 
ett, but unfortunately they are Republi- 
cans who seldom go near a caucus, and 
think they have discharged their whole 
duty if they vote on election day. For 
this reason they generally have no influ- 
euce in nominating the men for whom 
they have to vote, and that matter is at- 
tended to by a small number of voters 
who are perfectly willing to take all the 
trouble that may be involved. 

It is time for a reform iu this direction, 
and it is hojied that tomorrow evening 
there will be a full attendance at the 
various ward caucuses. Let the stay at 
homes come out for once and make their 
influence felt. 

The question as to the candidate for 
governor is a rather serious one this fall, 
and as this is an off year, and the Demo- 
crats have an unusually popular and able 
candidate, who will be difHcult to defeat, 
unless the Republicans put up their 
strongest man. In the opinion of the 
older and wiser leaders of the party, Mr. 
Crapo is that man, and for that reason 
be should be nominated. 

The claims made for Mr. Brackett,that 
be is in the direct line of succession, has 
never been recognized in Massachusetts, 
and if followed it would give each ad- 
ministration a direct mortgage upon its 
successor. If Mr. Brackett should be 
nominated and elected, then Mr. John- 
son, or whoever is chosen lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, would make the same claim when 
another change comes round, and so on 
ad infinitum, which would bind the state 
to ft policy so fruitful of mischief, that a 
Jlemocratic interregnum might be neces- 
sary to break up what some have called 
the state house ring. Mr. Brackett has 
no more claim on the goveruorship than 
Vice-Bresident Morton will have on the 
presidency. 

The situation is a very simple one. It 
isTotes tLat will be needed this fall. 
Mr. Brackett would receive the regular 
Republican vote, probably, which would 
be cast for anyRepublic.in who was nom- 
inated, whatever his record or ability. 
31 r. Crapo would not only receive this 
vote, but also that of the men who have 
gat into the unfortunate habit of voting 
for the best man, irrespective of party. 
If success is desired, it is clearly the part 
of wisdom to choose the cai. didate who 
would poll the largest vote, and whose 
uominatii)!! would bringtbe most strength 
to the party. It is such men as Mr. 
Crapo who are needed at the front, in an 
. oil year when party ties sit very lightly 
on the average Repulilican, and when 
also the Australian ballot bill will come 
in to complicate matters. The state and 
couutry need more men who will look 
uiMiu ’’imblic oflico as a i)ublic trust’' as 
31r. Crapo said iu a state convention sev- 
eral years ago.

for a debate, but in this the caucuR was 
wise. Every attendant had liiR mind 
made up. there were no new facts to bo 
devclopeil and a debate could not have 
changed a single vote. Besides, among 
old neighbors and friends, if the debate 
had got at all Avarm. as political debates 
are apt to do, things might have been 
said that would have been regretted by 
the speakers. The statement made in 
the Boston Daily Journal that a great 
many left the hall, because all debate 
had been shut off, was so far out of the 
way that by actual count only seven per- 
sons left the hall, and seven votes would 
not have had much effect, as Mr. Turner 
had 85. The caucus seems to have been 
fairly conducted, all had an equal chance, 
the opponents of Mr. Turner had noth- 
ing to prevent their coming out and vot- 
ing. and ns it was decided to leave the 
decision to a caucus, the vote of the 
caucus ought to be binding. 

Newtonville has set a worthy example 
for other places to follow, in deciding to 
take the postoflice out of politics, and 
making it a business institution. Mr. 
Turner has proved his fitness for the posi- 
tion. and it is good business as well ns 
good common sense and good politics to 
retain him. Mr. Colton is a gentleman 
whom all respect, and nothing can be 
said against him .as a candidate if the 
office was vacant, but Mr. Turner has the 
experience, he has proved his fitness, 
and there is no valid reason for his re- 
moval. When a postmaster gives good 
satisfaction, he ought to be retained, and 
the demoralization of the railway postal 
service the past summer, shows the fool- 
ishness of mixing up politics and busi- 
ness. Every weekly or daily paper of 
large circulation has been troubled the 
past summer by the failure of papers to 
re.'ich out of town subscribers, and this 
is due solely to the removal of compe- 
tent postal clerks and the substitution of 
inexperienced hands, all on account of 
politics. It is to be hoped that civil ser- 
vice reform will prove to be something 
more than a name, and the people have 
a right to demand this, as far as the 
postal service is concerned. 


DISCIPLINE IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

One of the committees of the School 
Board presented a report at the last 
meeting upon a subject that is of very 
great importance. Now that public senti- 
ment seems to be against the use of the 
rod as an aid to discipline, the question 
arises, what is there our teachers can do 
to subdue refractory pupils and to com- 
pel obedience to wholesome rules? 

Detention after school hours, loss of 
st.Tnding in the class, and temporary sus- 
pension from the privileges of the 
school, are three meaus of discipline 
now recognized. These are, however, 
entirely too weak to meet some cases. 
The ordinary pupil gives but little troub- 
le, but there are prob.Tbly from two to 
five out of every fifty pupils who are de- 
termined to m.akc things uncomfortable 
for everyone else. The present discipline 
is too feeble to restrain them. They care 
nothing for a brief period of detention, 
nor for loss of class standing, nor for 
being suspended for a few days or a 
week. In fact suspension gives them 
better opportunity to roam about the 
streets. It becomes then a very serious 
problem to know how to deal with such 
jnipils. The remedy suggested by the 
report referred to is to droj) them out of 
the public schools altogether. It is 
claimed that our schools are not intend- 
ed for such pupils, and that our teachers 
are not employed as police officers or as 
guardians of pupils who can only be re- 
strained when the whole attention of 
the teacher is given to them. 

It is usually thought that our schools 
must receive all young people whoajiply, 
but they are really intended only for 
such as will obey the necessary and 
wholesome rules which have been adopt- 
ed. There is no genuine kindness in 
bearing with a persistently disobedient 
pupil. Ilis iniluenco over others is too 
injurious to peimit his retention. Ilia 
refusal to obey shows that the public 
school is not the place for him. 

This subject is one iu which every par- 
ent is interested, for if our schools are 
to be safe places for children in general, 
something must be done to create great- 
er willingness on their i»art to come un- 
der needful subjection. It will make a 
very important change in this whole 
matter of school discipline if it becomes 


should be put on the free list, as it 
wouhl develop the product of those 
articles there and enable us to get the 
articles which we consume at a less price 
Lie is no doubt correct in this, and as all 
New England men should do, ho looks 
out for the interests of Now England, 
without regard to auy theories. If people 
choose to say it is inconsistent for a 
protectionest, such as Mr. Spearo, to 
hold such views, it is only necessary to 
reply that he is a New England business 
man first of all, and docs not wish to see 
the interests of his section injured or de- 
stroyed. Anything that will benefit 
those interests should bo favored by any 
intelligent business man, whether he is 
a protectionist or a free trader. 


The Boston Traveller has been inter- 
viewing prominent citizens of Brookline, 
and does not find nny general sentiment 
in favor of the project to sot Brookline 
off into a new county, although many 
favor its annexation to Suffolk county at 
some time in the future. In regard to 
(Jeo. M. Towle’s candidacy for the sena- 
torship, one of the shrewdest gentlemen 
of Brookline said that his nomination 
would be an unwise action on the part of 
the Republicans, which would possibly 
result in a defeat at the polls. He did 
not think that Towle commanded more 
than a small proportion of the party 
favor, and instanced his past unsuccess- 
ful attempts to get the uominatioii ns 
representative, councillor or senator. 
Somehow 3Ir. Towle, although very 
active in politics, has never been a very 
successful seeker after office, although 
his ambition generally goes up one peg 
higher at each defeat. He will probably 
try to capture the nomination for con- 
gress next year, if defeated for senator, 
and then we suppose he will try for the 
goveruorship. 


John L. Sullivan announces that he 
will accept a nomination to Congress, 
and if money entitles a man to be chos- 
en, why should not muscle. There is 
this to be said in his favor, that Senator 
Blackburn W'ould not dare to pull his 
ear, and we should bo spared such mor- 
tifying scenes as the Chandler episode. 
Besides, John L. would make a straight 
p.Trty man, which some of the political 
organs have been claiming as the highest 
merit a candidate can have. If we can 
not have auy Webster or Adams to rep- 
resent us, we can console ourselves with 
the refiectiou that 3Ia8snchusetts could 
still lead the procession by sending Sul- 
livan, “the champion of the world.” 
With such a representative, no wild 
westerner would dare to call us “the 
effete east,”and when one looks over the 
list of Congressmen, John L’s ambition 
does not seem so very ridiculous. He 
could not be any worse than Riddleberg- 
er, for instance. 


The Natiomalist Club has issued a 
rather plain spoken appeal to the citi- 
zens of Massachusetts, iu w’hich the sub- 
servience of recent legislators, and espec- 
ially the last one, to the great moneyed 
corporations, is handled without gloves, 
so to speak, and urging citizens to at- 
tend the primaries, and see to it that 
only the best men are selected, from 
wiiom solemn pledges must be exacted 
to correct present abuses, and to curtail 
the pow’er of the plutocracy. The ad- 
dress closes with the (piestion, “What 
danger is greater than that which now- 
faces us, — a government of money, by 
money and for money?” 


The Boston Journal well says that Mr. 
Crajio as governor would give a dignity 
and honor to the office which would re- 
call the best days of the past. He has 
qualities of commanding excellence 
which have been amply tested in other 
fields of public service, and to marked 
ability and knowledge of public affairs 
he adds a blamclcssncss of personal 
character and an absence of entangling 
relations with the le.ss reputable politi- 
cal elements and forces which would en- 
sure a maintenance of the highest stand- 
ards. He can surely be nominated if 
those who desire his nomination bestir 
themselves to a reasonable activity, and 
if nominated ho can certainly bo elected.

The Postiiinstership Caucus. 

Newtonvllle gained a state and almost 
a national reputation by its caucus last 
Saturday evening, as the papers all over 
tjie country have been commenting upon 
the caucus and its results. The meeting 
was called to ordershortly after 8 o’clock, 
in Tremont Hall, and It w’as one of the 
largest caucuses ever held in the ward. 
Judge Slocum presided and John F. 
Payne was chosen secretaiy. A motion 
to proceed at once to ballot was made by 
Mr. Mendell and carried without op- 
position. His reason, as he stated after 
the meeting, was that he was afraid if a 
heated discussion took place, things 
w'ould be said that the speakers w ould 
regret, and there was no reason for de- 
bate anywray as every one had their 
minds made up. The Boston Jour- 
nal stated that a large numbe r of Re- 
publicans left the hall wh cu this motion 
was passed, but by actual count only 
seven persons left, w’hether because they 
w’ure disappointed at not seeing any fun, 
or for other reasons. A ballot was taken 
and the check list was used, no one be- 
ing allowed to vote who did not vote for 
President Harrison. Mr. George F. Wil- 
liams and John F.Payne of the ward and 
city committee, and Mr. Elias Jones 
were appointed counters. The fullest 
opportunity was given for the challeng- 
ing any vote, but no challenge was made, 
and of the 80 votes cast all but one were 
for Mr. John B. Turner, the present in- 
cumbent, whose terra expires in February 
next. The vote was a splendid endorse- 
ment of Mr. Turner, and it shows that 
the Republicans of New’tonville are in 
favor of civil service reform Vy a large 
majority, if the caucus can be taken as 
a fair representation of Republican senti- 
ment here. The result was . certainly a 
remarkable one, and shows that Newton- 
ville Republicans believe in living up to 
the civil service plank in the last Re- 
publican platform “We will not fall to 
keep our promises, because the Dem- 
ocrats have broken theirs.” 

All sorts of rumors have been afloat 
since the caucus, one of the most amus- 
ing of which is that the hall was packed 
with Democrats from the Nonantum 
Worsted Co., who were persuaded to 
vote for Harrison last fall, and took this 
chance of getting even. The fact as 
stated by one of the prominent Republi- 
cans present, is that few or none of the 
Worsted men were present. 

It is also said that the caucus was 
packed with mugwumps, but if so, they 
must have voted for Harrison, or their 
votes would have been challenged by the 
chairman or the counter8,or some of the 
regular Republicans present. 

Whether the vote of the caucus will de- 
cide the matter remains to be seen. So 
far very few Democrats have been ap- 
pointed to office by this administration, 
and some people doubt whether Wana- 
maker or Clarkson would countenance 
such an “irregular” inoccoding. The 
future iiolitical complexion of the Ward 
is said to hang upon the renominalion of 
Mr. Turner.

Prevention for Potato Rot. 

A successful remedy for potato rot 
would have much interest for farmers 
I and gardeners this season, as it is said to 
I be unusually prevalent. It is said that 
I Professor Clarence M. NN’eed.tlie entomol- 
ogist and botanist of the Ohio Agricul- 
tuial Experiment Station, has completed 
a very satisfactory tost of a method of 
preventing and destroying potato rot. 
This disease very commonly attacks 
potatoes and often reduces the crop one- 
third to one-half. The rot is caused by 
a miuute uarasitic plant, called a fuiigue, 
whose spores or seed fall up-ui the pota- 
to leaves, germinate and grow, taking 
its substance from the leaves and ulti- 
mately destroying them. The remedy 
used by Professor NVeed, was to sprinkle 
a solution of copper and lime over the 
potatoes. The experiment was made 
upon f«>ur ditTereut varieties of potatoes, 

I and resulted in an increase of sixty-two 
I bushels to the acre over an eiiual num- 
I her of rows that were not treated.

Wide publicity has been given lately 
to tlio reported discovery by tbo United 
Btntos (isli commissioner steamer Alba- 
tross of the extensive codtlsbing banks 
off Ban Diego. Tlie journals of the 
southern coast towns have been much 
Impressed with the importance of the 
discovery, and have had much to say 
al>out it. Old fishermen, who know well 
the habits of the cod, have l)eeM loth to 
believe that the fish could bo found in 
any great numliers In such warm M’ater 
and such an ex{>osed position as desig- 
nated, in the region of St. Nicholas Isl- 
and. Evidently there is something wrong 
about the announcement. As far as the 
banks and shoals are concerned, these 
"discoveries" have been marked on 
coast survey charts for the past thirty- 
five years. The coast survey vessels 
have often sounded in the locality men- 
tioned, and there has been more or less 
fishing done by them, but never has 
there been any cod found. The currents 
tljore are very strong, and any vessel of 
size can remain near the banks only 
with much difficulty. That the reported 
cod banks near Cape Lookout, on the 
upper cutist, will prove of value is con- 
sidered very likely, for there are many 
of the surroundings that fishermen con- 
sider most favorable to tlio cod.— Sun 
Francisco Bulletin. 


Tlio Foot of tlio Gritiul CHnjron. 

I went to the bottom of the Grand 
canyon of the Colorado lust winter and 
am one of the few men who ever at- 
tempted the descent. I went there to 
examine a mine said to exist in the bot- 
tom of the canyon. I have been all 
through the Rockies from Montana to 
Central America and know what a 
chasm is, but the sight of that abyss 
took my breath away. From the top to 
the Isittom it is full 0,000 feet. Over a 
mile below you can see the river tearing 
through the gorge, but not a sound can 
be heard, it is so far away. From one 
bank to the other it is ap])arently not 
over a (luarter of a mile, but ns a matter 
of fact it is fully nineteen miles. My 
guide told me I would never be able to 
reach the bottom, but I was determined 
to go and I went. It was a terrible 
climb and it took us eight hours to reach 
tlie bottom. It is certainly the most 
desolate place in the world. There is no 
living thing down there — no insects, rep- 
tiles nor animals of any kind. Every 
thing is absolutely dead. The mining 
prospect was worthless. Before tlio sun 
was up the next morning wo were on 
our way out, and it took us until 10 
o’clock that night to climb the wall of 
the canyon. — St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


The “Lwt Cabin.” 

On Aug. 4, 1880, diaries E. Burnes 
and Nathan Fubbard left Linkville, Ore., 
on a prospecting tour to find the “Lost 
Cabin" in the mountains. For y(?ars the 
Lost Cabin has been one of the tradi- 
tions of that section, and many a search 
has been made fur it and the gold that is 
supposed to be waiting for the finder. 
Nothing was again heard of the two 
men until a few Aveeks ago, when a cat- 
tle herder found their camp and their 
skeletons in a dense wilderness near Dia- 
mond lake, fifty miles from Fort Kla- 
math. The skeletons were found near 
together, wrapped in their blankets and 
clothed. Their guns stood against a tree 
near by. A small sum of money was in 
one of the men's pockets, and a watch, 
so that it seemed certain that they had 
not been murdered and robbed. A diary 
and a postal card addressed to Burnes* 
mother served to identify them. The 
diary was carried to Aug. 21, 1886, so 
the men had lieen dead nearly three 
years. But how they died will jirobably 
bo one of the mysteries of the Diamond 
Lake region. — Chicago Herald. 


Fruit Growing Out of the Itooka. 

A hardy apple tree, loaded with ripe, 
luscious fruit, growing from the crevices 
of a rock, is a curiosity which has at- 
tracted the attention of visitors to Fair- 
mount park through the Callowhill 
street entrance this summer. The tree, 
which is very large, shoots up from the 
crevice of the rocks blasted to form the 
pool for the pumping at the Fairmount 
water works. 

The apples on the tree are the beauti- 
ful rosy cheeked, yellow variety, and 
from their ipiality and size it would ap- 
pear that there was some rich source of 
sustenance, though none is visible from 
any point of view, the roots being plain- 
ly seen clinging to the rocky walls, 
shooting in one crevice and out of an- 
other. Hundreds of small lioys try, day 
after day, to procure specimens of the 
fruit, but the isolated position of the 
tree has thus far saved it from their 
raids. — Pbilailelpbia Times.

This is about the way that tbo average 
American woman dresses to spend the 
day in the Paris exposition.

department. — Paris Letter. 


Thu forty-third annual rejiort of the 
commissioners in lunacy for Great Bri- 
tain contains interesting figures. On 
New Year’s day last there were in the 
kingdom 84,J140 insane persons. Various 
causes of insanity are set forth in a table 
covering 166, -178 cases. Of these 9,569 
jiersons lost their reason from domestic 
trouble, 8,000 from “adverse circum 
stances," 8.278 from overwork and 
worry, 3,709 from religious excitement, 
anti 18,290 from intemperance. The in- 
fluence of hereility was ascertained in 
28,006 cases, and congenital defect in 
6,881. 

And now the supei lluity of rain this 
year is given as a reason for the non- 
success of a large dozen seaside hotels. 
As a matter of fact, there are too many 
such establishments from Maine to Cali- 
fornia, and by no means enough people 
to “go round."

taclyng itself, in most deadly peril of 
being dashed to atom.s. Profes-sor Rob- 
inson knew it, and his cheek bhinched 
ns ho awaited the threatened catastrophe. 
Mr. J. J. Hogan was aware of it, and 
went into the ticket office to avoid see- 
ing what he thought was inevitable. So 
also did a few others who knew enough 
of the relation the parachute bore to the 
balloon to be aware of what result might 
be expected. 

The parachute is fa.stened with a cord 
to the side of the balloon. In one place 
the ebrd is almost cut in two, and when 
the aeronaut places his or her weight in 
the parachute the cord is broken at the 
weak sjxit and the parachute is freed. 
In yesterday’s ascimsion the cord l^ecame 
twisted, thus giving it double strength, 
ami wiien Miss Garrett swung out on the 
parachute the jerk was insufficient to 
part the lino. It was at this juncture 
that the danger was most imminent. 
The cord being attached to the side of 
the balloon the weight on it caused it to 
careen, and a puff of smoke was seen to 
issue from it. It turned half over, but 
no further. Had it turned a few feet 
further, had the lady’s weight been a few 
poi nds greater, it would have capsized. 

It was immediately over the para- 
chute; had it capsized it would have col- 
lapsed, and its weight of 300 pounds 
would have come <lown on the p.ara- 
chute, and in a few seconds later Miss 
Garrett would have been dashed to the 
earth. The danger was not over till the 
balloonist was in jumping distance of 
the ground, but she made the descent in 
perfect safety alxjut a mile south of the 
jjiirk. 

Miss Garrett fully understood her aw- 
ful position as she hung suspended in 
midair, uncertain at what moment she 
would bo dashed to pieces, but she is 
true grit, and never faltered. She knew 
that all she could do was to hang on and 
hope for the best, and she hung on and 
was saved where a weaker woman's 
heart would have failed her, and she 
would have fainted and met an awful 
death, — Memphis Avalanche.

'Phe rcsidcnti of Clicafntit Ffill are in 
dignnnt at the delay wliicli Httemis tlie 
introduction of tlie Iiigh water seivicc, 
and tlie opinion seems general 
tliat tin* city is neglectful f»f tlie interests 
of tiie people of tliat locality. .Nliny 
wcaltliy gentlemen liave recently come 
into possession of houses in this section 
of the city, at present poorly provided 
with water service, and in fact destitute 
of the luxiirie.s in the sliape of gas and 
electric lights tliat are enjoyed hy citizens 
in otlier parts of the city, wlio aie not 
called upon to pay a greater tax than 
their less fortunate neighbors and fellow 
citizens, f.'liestriut Hill, w’lth its inagni- 
Hcent estates, grand dwellings and desir- 
able residents, is far behind the times in ' 
the possession of modern conveniences | 
and necessities. Its population is dis- ' 
tinctly a lax-paying class whose annual 
contributions into the city treasury ' 
amount to a large sum, the loss of which 
ill case of the annexation of that territo- 
ry to Brookline, would be severely felt. 
The residents have now reached the 
point where “patience ceases ' 
to be a virtue” and are making ' 
a v'.gorous demand for a speedy 
consideration of their desires, especially 
concerning the high service question. A 
Graphic reporter in order to get at the 
sentiment of the people concerning the 
introduction of high water service inter- 
viewed a number of prominent residents 
wbe expressed their views as follows; 


residents have every reason to complaiti 
of tlie neglect of tins section of the city. 
Nearly ten years ago, I a^ivocated the an- 
nexation of f'liestmit Hill to Biooklin'* 
because .NewD»n apparently took no in- 
terest in our wiaiies regarding .'u-tnal ne- 
cessities. At tliat time, tlie ncighiior- 
I hood in wiiicli f resirled paid taxe.s 
i amoiinting to 8l0,()0f) per annum ami at 
I the present lime pay prolial.ly doiilde 
that sum. Tlie respotisihility for tlie 
neglert so far as tlie high servive is con- 
I ceined rests, I think, with the water 
. hoard. Tlic people lierc are obliged to 
pay just as much for the use of water 
and an eipial lax rate witli citizens enjoy- 
ing far gr. aier piivileges. Tins s suiely 
unjust aiirl ail uiufi'ial assessment for 
benefits received. Tl.e people flf»n’t care 
•HO much about the amount of taxes tln-y 
pay.nrovidcd that they get value received 
for their money. The necessary money 
for the introducti*«i of the higli service 
' system could lie easily borroUed and the 
, outlay would come hack CTetitiially to 
the city, for taxable pioperty would 
he increasefl. 

Messr.s. li. II. White, fieorge C. Lee 
and H. (i. Tucker were seen hy the 
frit-VPiiic man and tliese gentlemen 
emphasized the statements already given. 

Numerous otlier lesident.s of Cliestnut 
Hill were inter viewed by theGK.vPiiic rep- 
re.seiuative,all of whom desired the spearly 
j introduction of liigh water service and 
I complained of the uelay wliich to them 
I appeared unnecessary and not calculated 
to advance the best interests of the city.

“ I am extremely earnest in desiring 
high water service for Chestnut Hill, It 
seems to me that it is only just that the 
people should have it without delay, and 
I can see no reason why residents here 
should he taxed equally with those en- 
joying the best of water privileges, with- 
out deriving the same benefits. With 
the introduction of high water service, 
the value of land would be materially 
increased and in a comparatively short 
time the expense of its introduction 
would be paid back to the city. I had 
hoped to derive the benefit of high water 
service this year, hut there is no chance 
fur that now. Within the past two 
weeks the residents have actually suffer- 
ed owing to the lack of water. While I 
am not ungrateful for the water pviviliges 
that I now enjoy, yet I am under extra 
expense in pumping the water from the 
basement into my tank for use in the up- 
per portion of tlie house. It seems to 
me that ii was a gross mistake to place 
the reservoir on tlie side rather than on 
the top of the hill. There is a large 
amount of high land in Newton and tlie 
lack of water certainly impedes its de- 
velopenieut.”

“The residents of Chestnut Hill have 
been particularly endeavoring for a long 
period to bring about the introduction of 
high water service, but it is the old, old 
storj'. We sliall surely enjoy it.s privilege** 
next year. I feel that these repeated 
promises have all exploded and that the 
people here have just reason to complain 
on account of the uiirea.«otiable delay. 
The water board has made one recom- 
nieiidation and asKed for an appropria- 
tion from the city council, based upon 
the belief that a certain tract of land 
would he donated to the city where the 
standpipe could be located. The recom- 
i meiidatioii did not meet with the ap- 
j proval of the city government, simply he- 
1 cause the water board had made the 
recomniendalion before ascertaining 
! whether this tract of land couM be se 
j cured without expense to this city. 

I Hence another long delay. It will he 
: several months at least before tlie initia- 
tive steps aro taken for the introduction 
I of high service and many more 
j months will ftdlow iK'fove the citizens 
liere will enjoy its jirivilegC". In my 
j opinion Uhe>lnut Hill sliould l)c repre- 
I seiited ill tlie make up of the water h* a d 
I for its present niemliers are at*parently 
, listless in eoiisiileriug the interests of 
this locality. The water hoard has oer- 
. taiiily shown no spirit of enterprise in 
' this matter and it needs the infusion of 
new life witli a iiroader eoneeption of 
the city's interests. During our troulde 
liere fur the i>ast two weeks, caused i>y 
j the cleauiiig out of the reservoir ami tlie 
, accident at the pumping station we have 
! rceeive<l very courteous treatment at the 
hamls uf the water legistrar ami tlie men 
uf the water dej»aitment.

In tl»e 
board of aldermen Mayor Hurr presided 
and all the members were present except 
Alderman Chadwick. 

The list of ward officers was laid over 
till the next meeting, to be completed. 

Alderman Johnson reported from the 
street lamp committee favorably on peti- 
tion of Hev. M. Dolan for street lamps on 
Adams street and of re8i<lent8 for elec- 
tric lamps on South street. 

Alderman Johnson road petition of 
John Joyce for license to build an addi- 
tion 40 by 18, to barn on Thornton street, 
to be u.scd for a shed. 

A. F. Irel.and and others asked for 
four street lamps on Ward street. 

F. W. Cfreeno and 15 others asked for 
sidcw.alk on Mt. Vernon street, to con- 
nect Wards 2 and 3. 

C. E. Stevens asked for an electric 
light on Freeman street. 

A communication was received from 
the common council giving notice of the 
vacancy in that body from Ward 7. 

Samuel llano was granted a license to 
build an addition to barn Iff by 33 feet 
on Summit street, to be used for private 
stable. 

The resolution adopted by the com- 
mon council, that all land purchased by 
the city for public playerounds should be 
forever kept for such purposes, brought 
out an able speech from Alderman Pettee, 
who said that the resolution w.as proba- 
bly (*frerred in good faith but it had no 
binding effect, and he thought the gen- 
tlemen in Ward ff who had so generously 
contributed money, and those who had 
sold property at less than the market 
])iice, ought to have something to say. 
Their wishes were worthy of some con- 
sideration, and if they wished to lay out 
a driveway for bicycle riding or for 
eques.triaus around the lot, and have 
some landscape gardening inside of it, in 
addition to the playgrounds, they should 
have perfect liberty to do so. They were 
to give some $26.u00 worth of land to the 
city for $10,000, and this entitled them 
to say what they wished to have done. 

Notification of intention to build bouse 
on new street leading from Lincoln street, 
Newton Highlands, 2.j by 50 feet, was 
received from A. W. Beal. Mrs. Sarah . 
Curtis gave notice of intention to build 
two houses on Otis street. 

Chas. E. Thwing gave notice that he 
had been injured by loose stones, care- 
lessly left on the sidewalk by the city 
and asking payment of damages for in- 
juries received; referred to claims com- ;

sTUKKT IIAII.WAY IIKAIIINO. 

A remonstrance signed by G. A. Leon- j 
aid ami some ;>s <»tl ei abutters on Wasli- 
ington street, along the proposed line of 
the Newton .Street Kailway, was read 
and the hearing was opened. They ii*i<- 
lesenreil that it would be a serious in- ' 
jury and inconvenience to them to have ' 
the railway tracks on the side of the 
street, in front of their i»iemises, ami ’ 
asked to have the tracks kejit in the 
centre of the street. 

Np remonsirance was made against the 
location of the tracks on Grafts street. 

Presitlent Geo. W. .Mtiise of the rail- 
way company asked to have the remon- 
strants give their testinionv, that he 
might know what objections, if any. were 
to be combatted. 

Mr. Henry F. K(»ss said that the run- 
ning oi the lailroad in such a narrow 
hlreet as Washington street would be an 
injut y to property, especially if the 
tracks were put on the side of the street. I 
'I'lie tracks should be placed where the I 
least damage would be done to property, > 
which was in the centre of the s'reet. 
Along part of the route were shops and 
stores, and the tracks right on the side- ' 
walks would be a great nuisance. They 
might be run on the side on the )*arts of 
the street which ran next to the Boston 
(V Albany railioad, but wherever there 
were house lots they should be in the ] 
middle of the street. ^ 

Dr. f 'lockett saiil that he had all the 
experience he wanted of a railroad run- ; 
iiing in fr<Mit of his door, so that it was 
impossible for teams to stop there. The ; 
hitlewalks weic pretty well filled up now i 
with telegraph and electric light poles, 
and the residents on the south side of ' 
the street »lid m>t care f«jr all the iiicon- , 
vcnieiices that could be put in the street. 

Mr. G'has. W. Beals of Newtoiiville 
said he was one of the abutters, and the 
tracks next to the sidewalk would be 
biicii a serious injury to him that it 
would damage his |>ropeity to the 
amount of a thousand dollars. 'I'heie 
was of taxable property repre- 


sented on the petition, and fhoir wishes 
should be entitled to some consideration. 

Mr. MiU'se said that Mr. Heals had KVl 
feet of front.age, which gave plenty of 
room for a driveway, and if he would 
take even $5<kl off from a fair valuation 
of his house he would buy it himself. 

Mr. N. T. Allen said the street railway 
had boon a groat Inconvenience to his 
school for many years, and he thought it 
would be an injury to all the property on 
that .side of the street. Ho thought the 
tracks should go in the middle of the 
street. 

Mr. Jordan said the tracks on the side 
would seriously damage his property, 
especially if he put a store on it, as he 
might some day. 

Mr. J. 11. Horrigan said he did not 
want the tracks to shut off all the teams 
that had to stop in front of his house, 
and make them go on the other side of 
the street. It would bo a serious incon- 
venience and a damage to property. 

Mr. .Stanley said the tracks would force 
his family to do all their business with 
the teams that stopped in the middle of 
the street. The property owners ought 
to be protected. 

Mr. Ross said he owned the Tremont 
Hall piopertv in Ward 2, and the tracks 
on the side of the street would be a seri- 
ous damage to the stores there, and take 
2.5 per cent, from the value of his prop- 
erty. He owned two houses on the 
street and it would damage them. 

Mr. Hodgson said he was building a 
harness shop on the street, and many 
teams had to stop there, which would be 
seriously inconvenienced by the track. 

General Leonard said he had had the 
railway in front of his house ever since 
the Waltham road was built aud it had 
ever been a serious damage and incon- 
venience to him. preventing his selling 
the property. He had 180 feet front 
opposite City Hall, and had just lost a 
chance of .selling a lot on account of the 
street railway. Why not put it on the 
City Hall side if it was such a good thing 
to have. 

Mr. Morse then spoke for the railway, 
claiming that on the side of the street 
there would be much less danger of acci- 
dents, as in the centre of the street, it 
would take a good driver to avoid an 
accident. The read was waiting to be- 
gin work, and he hoped all the questions 
would be settled at this meeting. The 
placing of tracks on the side of the street 
marked the education of the people. 
Two or three years ago there would have 
been at least a thousand remonstrants, 
but now there were less than forty. Peo- 
ple were beginning to know more about 
street railways and objections vanished. 
Many cities were changing and putting 
their railroads on the side of the street, 
and they wanted to put the tracks where 
they would stay. There was practically 
no objection to the location a.sked for 
save in Newtonville square, and there it 
might be best to have the tracks in the 
centre of the street. They had canvassed 
the route from the Waltham line to Cen- 
tre street, and found 101 houses, two on 
Lexington street, 10 on River, 8 on Elm, 
and 81 on Wa.sliington street. There 
were just 17 hitching posts on this whole 
line on that side of the street, 31 of the 
101 houses had private driveways, so 
that teams could drive in. The company 
would assume the expense of moving 
these 17 posts to the other side of the 
street. It a horse was hitched on the 
side of the street, it would take a very 
careful driver to get between that car- 
riage and the car if the tracks were in 
the centre of the street. A careless or 
unskilful driver would be always in dan- 
ger, aud he thought the people would 
prefer to go to the other side of the 
street to meet teams, rather than endan- 
ger anv lives or limbs. The thousands 
who (trove over the street ought to be 
considered rather than the one who 
hitched his horse on that side of the 
street. The road from Kingston to 
Plymouth had just been built on the side 
of the street. The aldermen should look 
after the interests of the general public. 
There would also <»nly be needed one 
row of posts to support the wire for the 
cars, if the tracks were placed on the 
side, and the streets would be less en- 
cumbeied. The prejudice against tracks 
on the side of the street was a bugbear 
of the shallowest kind. 

.\lderinan Childs asked about thelinibs 
of trees that would have to be sacrificed 
if the tracks were put on the side. Mr. 
Morse said onlv few limbs would have to 
be cut down, and that would be an ini- 
proveraeiit. He had several letters from 
l)roininent street raihvay builders, who 
all said that tracks should be on the side 
of the street. 

In response to Alderman Tolman, Mr. 
Morse said that the cost of constniction 
would be less, if the taacks were on the 
side, the rapid transit of cars would not 
be so liable to be interfered with and the 
track would uf»t be so liable to be dam- 
aged by heavy teams. 

Aldernian Pettee asked is he had any 
other reason to present why tracks 
should be on the side, and if this was 
not the opening wedge to have all the 
railway tracks in the city put on the side 
of the street. 

Mr. Morse said that there was no dan- 
ger that any one city g»)verimient of 
Newton would follow the example of an- 
other. Only a small remonstrance had 
been presented. 

Mr. Beals s;iid that if he had been well 
he would have got a bushel of nmion- 
strances: as it was the remonstrance was 
all gotten up by a laily. 

Alderman Tolman asked if it would 
m>t save the use of chairs, if tiie tracks 
were nut on the side, and the filling 
wouhl only have to bo 4 inches instead 
of .S, and a lighter rail could be used. 
He asked if this was not the reason Mr. 
Morse niaiie the request. 

Mr. Morse si ' ’ 
looked out for 
should consider the interests of the rail- 
way comininy as well as that of the abut- | 
tors. 1 

Alderman Childs asked how many of 
the abuttors on Centre street, for in- 
stance, wouhl bo willing to have the 
tracks on the side of the street. He 
tliought they would all object. 

Mr. Morse said it would take a (juarter 
of a million to build the road, $2Mi,nqq of 
the stock had been ]>uid in, and he was 
going to push the road through if he did 
not get back one dollar: at the same time 
he hud to look out for the interests of 
the stockholders, and he expected the 
road would jiay. Ho hoped the board 
would not saddle tiieiii with any imuo 
requirements than were absolutely neces- 
sary. 

After rather desultory firing between 
, Mr. Morse and the remonstrants, the 
iiearing wasch^ised and the board took a 
recess. 

Upon reassembling an order ottered by 
; .\ldernian Pettee was adopted, rescind- 
I ing the order of .luly 1, providing 

: an appropriation for the Clulhn school 
' house. A secoml onler was offered, au- 
i thorixing the committee on public prop- 
I ci ty to contract for the building of a cel- 
, lar in the (.'lallin school grounds and the 
removal of the old buildings at an ex- 
pense not to exceed also to con- 

tract for the erection of a ff-room biick 
I building for school purposes, at a cost 
i not to'exceeil $;52.bbff, payment for the 
same to be provided by the issue of 
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scliocd notes. The order was referred to ^ 
t lie committee on finance. | 

Alderman Pettee hoped that the fl- j 
iiaiicp committee would .report at the j 
next regular meeting of the board. The 
winter was approaching rapidly and tlie 
season would be far advanced before 
ground could be broken fur the new 
sehool house. By vote of the hoard the 
finance committee was requested to re- 
port at the meeting. .Sept. 30. 

On motion of Alderman Childs it was 
voted that when the hoard adjourn it he 
to meet on Monday evening next. 

An order offereii by Alderman Tolman 
was adopted, rescinding the order ap- 
propriating $10,(^ for the i»ai t purchase 
of land at Newton Centre for a park and 
plavgromid. In support of the order, 
Ahicriiiaii Tolman alluded to the largo 
and unexpected appropriation recently 
made by the city council, and said that 
it was not deemed wise to add $10,000 
more to the list, but rather to provide 
for the city’s share in the Nowtou Centre 
park liy a loan. 

An order offered liy Alderman Tolman 
was then adopted, appropriating 810,000 
as a contribution towards the purchase 
of a tract of land in Newton Centre for a 
park and playground, provided an equal 
amount was given by citizens, said sum 
to he provided for by a note payable in 
October, 18W, with interest not exceed- 
ing 4 ))er cent per annum. This order 
was passed a yea and nay vote, ff voting 
in the affirmative aud one absent. 

All order offered by Alderman Tolman 
was adopted, appropriating 830,850 for 
expenses for month of October. 

An order offered by Alderman John- 
son was adopted, authorizing the com- 
mittee on fuel and street lights to res- 
tore a gas light on Adams street, agreea- 
ble to the petition of Rev. Fr. Dolan, and 
to place 2 additional electric lights on 
South street, the expense of the same to 
bo charged to the appropriation fopifuel 
and street lights. 

Alderma i Childs offered the following 
resolutions: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this 
board no change in location already 
granted the iNewton Street Railway 
company should he made, whereby said 
company may rnn its ears on the side of 
any street or streets in this city, adjacent 
to dwelling houses, stores or lots which 
are suitable for building purposes. 

Discussion followed the presentation 
of the resolve, the debate being opened 
by Alderman Pettee. The chief idea of 
the Newton Street Railway company, 
said the speaker, seems to be to run its 
road to make the most money with ap- 
parently little interest in the comfort or 
privileges of the average citizen. If this 
company cannot intn^duce their tracks 
in the middle of the street, wliat do they 
come before this board for? It has told 
the company repeatedly what it would 
do and clearly defiiiecf the conditions. 
But a new •president is elected and he 
comes before us with another scheme; 
In fact ho tells us what sort of a road the 
company ought to build aud where, aud 
insists that this board should accede to 
the requests of the street railway com- 
pany, and yet the compan.v pays nothing 
for the franchise. The gentlemen living 
upon the streets certainly have some 
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f irivileges and their objections to the side 
ocation certainly deserve our careful 
consideration. Mr. Morse tells us that 
it is logic to build upon the side of the 
street, and if the argument of the learn- 
ed counsel meant anything, it was that 
this board has made a mistake in grant- 
ing any location or privilege to the rail- 
road company. Cars rniiiiiug along the 
side of streets, adjacent to dwellings 
would be a great local discomfort, and 
tlie scheme, it seem.s to me, is only a 
wedge to force the future location of 
street railro.ad tracks on the side rather 
than the centre of the 8treet.s through- 
out the city. Tlie street railroad com- 
pany apjiears before us in pure selfish- 
ness, trying to secure such conditions 
from tids board that it will be enabled 
to build its road at the least possible 
cost. 

Alderman Johnson said that ho did 
not agree with the alderman from Ward 
5. He could see a great many advan- 
tages re.sulting from locating the tracks 
on the side rather than in the centre o 
streets, especially in the narrow road- 
ways. In a narrow street. witli the tracks 
on the side, there would he a broader 
space fur carriages and less damage from 
accident. 1 ceitainly respect the opinions 
of petitioners who appeal- here in remon- 
strance, but it seems to mo that my vote 
in this matter should he recorded for 
that which 1 believe to be for the best 
interests of tlie wliole |>eople. 

Alderman Hamblen said that in his 
opinion there would be less danger of 
accident if the t racks were located on tlie 
side, but the obj‘‘ction raised V>y abuttors 
is certainly worthy of our caretnl con- 
sidoratioii. 

The rosoUitioii was finally adopted by 
a vote of 4 to 2- 

An order was adopted, providing an 
apprrqn-iation of $.'>() for the u.se of the 
city clerk in getting out printed instruc- 
tions to be sent to the election offieurs. 
At 10.50 o’clock tlie board adjoiiinctl.

met with tho conclusion that hides . . 

. should have a reasonable jirotection 
from foreign competition. 

This remarkable circular— (by the 
authority of the Republican National 
Committee)— says that 80 percent, of our 
consumption of hides is domestic, and 
further prints two tables, <»no of which 
shows that since 1880 tho value of hides 
imported has dvcreaind from do millions 
of dollars to 2'i millions, and the other 
shows that prices have fallen steailily 
since 1872. This second table (the author 
tells us) shows us what the ranchmen 
are losing on account of free-trade- Oc. 
loss on every pound of hides, or about 
8100, tXK), 000 on tho amount consumed 
annually.

Let tho .■•1I,'.).'>0,(HX) 
pay their annual tribute of a hundred 
millions, and lot us, the sacreti .'lO.iHHi. 
divide! Why not? Don’t the wool men 
do it? Ami the iron men and tho lumber 
kings? .Vnd tho lonely owner of our one 
nickel mine? And tho pauper stock- 
ludders of Calumet and Heela? 

Free 'rnule in hides then has prevailed 
since 1872 and under Free Trade our im- 
ports of hides have remained about sta- 
tionary: umler Free Trailo our exports of 
leather and leather goods have increused 
enormously; under Free Trade our 
domestie consumption of hides has 
griuvn to vast proportions; under Free 
Trade tho j)rlcos of hides, and therefore 
tho prices of boots, shoos, and harness, 
have fallen steadily, and manufacturers, 
workmen, and consumers have henelitted 
thereby; under Free 'rrado oven tbe 
6ti»ckraisers have gained sjiuethiug — an 
enlargeil market- a market which by its 
extent more than makes up to them for 
the decline in price. We do sincerely 
believe that this IVakenmn is at he.irt a 
Free Trailer, perhaps a member of the 
Cobden Club, and this circular but a 
cunning satire!

A NATIONALIST APPEAL. 


To ihr Proplo of Ihr Slintr. 

A SEVEKF, AIIIIAIXON.MKNT OF THE LF.OIS- 
LATUUE, THE LOHIIV AND COltPO- 
IIATIONS. 

The following .address to tho citizens 
of MassachuHotts is issued by tho 
Nationalist club of Boston:— 

You are confronted with a question of 
the gravest importance. Tho quality 
and tho character of your Legislature 
has Hto.adilv declined from year to year, 
during tho last decade, until now the 
General Court of 18811, is openly charged 
with being tho most incompetent and 
corrupt body that ever sat in the state- 
house. Tho ^iiuldic press freely makes 
this charge and It is indorsed by public 
opinion. The Legislature of tliis year 
has degraded itself by the rejection of 
measures intended to suppress corrup- 
tion, to secure the purity of tbo ballot 
and to promote tbe general welfare. It 
has passed measures burdening the com- 
munity with perpetual charges for the 
profit of the rich and powerful corpor.a- 
tions. In all questions requiring a 
choice, it has almost invariably favored 
tbe demands of private and moneved in- 
terests at tbe expense of the public. It 
has been the servant of a strong and un- 
scrupulous lobby. It is charged with 
having betrayed tbe people, whose 
rights it is sworn to protect, by selling 
its enactments. Good laws that it pas- 
sed either affected no powerful interests, 
or wore so backed by public opinion that 
it was forced to pass tliem. Bad 
measures failed of enactment, not be- 
cause they were bad, but because of con- 
flict among private interests. Such is 
tbe record of our General Court. 

This corruption is caused by vast 
moneyed interests wielding tbe power of 
their wealth to their selfish advantage, 
and by private corporations, created to 
render public service, but seeking to con- 
trol the law-making power and tax the 
public for their own profit. To attain 
these ends tliey scruple at nothing. 
Facing these facts, citizens of Massachu- 
setts, cau you lunger delude yourselves 
that yours is tbe government of the 
soverign people whicli your fathers 
founded in the firm belief that it would 
last as long as your granite hills? You 
are apparently allowed to nominate your 
representatives and to vote for them at 
the polls, but when those representatives 
assemble in tho state-house, if they can 
be coiTupted by the lobby and their votes 
purchased, is it you, then, who rule, or 
are yoji ruled by the great corporation? 

A quarter of acentnry ago corporations 
were small and exercised little influence 
upon legislation. To-day single coipora- 
tions have a larger capitalization than 
the aggregate then, ana the total valua- 
tion in the commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts has risen to the stupendous sum of 
over 8(KK),b00,(XX). Then a lobby was 
hardly known, now each corpoiation has 
its lobbyist, as openly in its employ as i 
its president or treasurer. Men whom 
the people have elevated to the highest ' 
position in its Legislature, decline re- : 
election that they may join “the third 
house,’’ and sell to the great gas, tele- 
phone and railroad corporations the in- 
fluence they have obtained over members 
of the Legislature from their otlicial 
position. Tho lobby of 1880 had among 
its members two ex-presidents of the 
Senate, ex-speakers of the House, ex- 
governors and ex-congressmen. Besides 
these powerful tools the corporations 
had in their employ a largo number of 
recognized professional lobbyists, men 
who gilded their aigumeuts. So bare- 
faced lias this molding of legislature in 
the interests of corporations become that 
at tho close of tho last Legislation some ' 
score of lobbyists, this recognized third , 
hwuse, chosen by tho corporations, dinod 
in great state at a prominent hotel and i 
drauk to this toast: “To the member 
who lias ono hand upon the pulse of i 
labor and the other on the pulse of I 
capital.’’ When your legislatures are 
mere puppets in tho hands of tho money 
kings, what have you left of a govern- 
ment of the people, b'y tho people ami for 
tho people? tlo you consent to this? sh.ill 
your state become a permauent pluto- 
cracy? 

'I'lio corruptionists begin their cam- 
jiaign early. They besiege tho state- 
iioiise, the caucuses, the polling-places, 
they even pursue tho voters to their 
homes. Already they are laying then- 
plans to have their willing instruments 
elected by you to do their bidding. The 
hallot-roform law takes cfi’ect on tho next 
election. It confers great power upon 
tho caucus. Therefore attend tho prim- 
aries. See that only tho best men are se- 
lected. Exact solemn promises to cor- 
rect present abuses. Question tho can- 
didates closely and publicly. Get their 
pledges to insist on tho most rigid scru* 
tiny, rogulation and control of ooruora- 
tions. Demand that' tlicy oxtomi the 
powers of municipal nd ainistration over 
matters of puhlio sorviou such as gas amt 
electric lighting, water supply ami street 
vailroads, or any other public service now 
remlereilhy private corporations. 

Who can exaggerate tho danger to our 
free institutions from a plutocratic class 
ruling the land by tho power of tho most 
enoiinuus fortunes that the world has 
ever seen? This is the most vital ques- 
tion of the day, dwarfing all others into 
insignificance. What danger is greater 
than that which now faces us, a govern- 
inuiitof money, liy money ami for money?

The I'ldld had Jumped out of bed and 
was going down stairs headlong when 
the dog rnslied to Ids rescue ami saved 
him by catching liolil of Ids dress. As 
soon as the ruseue was made the dog 
kissed his face and showed unbounded 

joy. 


A gang of men were at work near 
.Johnstown, about tho first of August, re- 
moving dvbris. Soon they came upon a 
pile of logs in the Hliapo of a cone at 
least a dozen feet Idgb. Tlio logs were 
in such a symmetiical slinpe that it 
looked ns though iliey were put together 
by human hands. Tho com* was hollow, 
and as tho men proceeiled witli tlicir 
work they detected a smell which sug- 
gested th.it there was nilead animal close 
at hand. Log after log was removed, 
when, to their amazement they beheld n 
a nnastifT dog.

could get to where the frightened fowls 
were, Bob came bounding round the cor- 
ner of the barn with a big henhawk by 
the neck. The Iniwk was flapping its 
w ings like sixty, but Bob soon choked it 
to death, not appearing to mind the 
beating he recciveu from the bird’s large 
wings. Mr. Cooley found a wounded 
cliicken in the yarif, and the indications 
were that Bob had pounced upon the 
baw’k just at the instant that tbe big 
bird bad grabbed tbe chicken. After 
that Mr. Cooley took more notice of tbe 
dog’s actions, and he soon found that 
Bob liad his eye out for hawks at all 
hours of the day. He never barks when 
be goes for a baw’k, and he has shaken 
tbe life out of three since June Ist.

IN HKUAIII) TO TIIK NATIONALIST APPKAL 
AND Mil. nil.VC'KEn. 


To tlio Editor of tlio OBAi’inr : 

There has recently been issued through 
the press an address from the ‘•Xatlonal- 
ist Club,” ostensibly "to strengthen Re- 
publican government,” but which reads 
as the strongest kind of partisan politics 
against the very life of the Republican 
party. 

Given, the necessity of parties in this 
constitutional form of government of 
ours, and it is very important that they 
be held up to the highest possibilities of 

{ uire politics that shall inure for the 
lenefit of our whole people. 

Neither of the great parties of to-day 
or those especially arrayed on moral is- 
sues. nan claim to possess all the virtues 
within their ranks, and charge all that is 
vicious to the other side. 

There are those who are ever looking 
backward and sighing fur the good old 
days when there were giants in the land, 
where are now found only pigmies. That 
in former times politics were siinoi. pure 
and no dark ways or means, whereas 
Duw-a-days corruption is the rvle, ve- 
nality the common course, and honor a 
matter of bargain and sale, with the say- 
ing “every man has his price.” 

Now, a moment's thoughtfulness must 
disprove this mean insinuation, born of 
doubt, distrust and skepticism. Wo be- 
lieve that in these days in which wo are 
living our national, state and community 
life, on the whole, is on a higher plane 
than ever before, that in the years, de- 
cades, that have passed there have been 
men who did their whole duty so far as 
possible. That in each stage of our na- 
tional history men have been ready for 
the emergencies, in both church and 
state, and that now in these passing years 
— yes, in this year of our Lord 1880— 
there are men as patriotic, ns unselfish, 
as truly disinterested and as honest in 
striving for the best interests of our 
Commonwealth, as there have been in 
any decade that has p.assed. 

The charge of the Nationalist |Club 
that “the legislature of 1880 betrayed the 
people whose rights it swore to protect” 
and “invariably favored the demands of 
private and moneyed interests at the ex- 
pense of the public.” and w.as “the ser- 
vant of a strong ami powerful lobby”— is 
not only a studied insult on that body of 
men, but in almost every word a false and 
malicious attack on honorable men. 

Mr. Editor, lot our citizens, who have 
seen these charges in the papers, think 
over for a minute the men whom they 
have known as the chosen representa- 
tives, from our own city and vicinity. 
Are they men w’ho would “betray the 
people?” If our representatives, and 
those wo may know personally, are hon- 
est men, why not to a very largo propor- 
tion at least those from other districts 
throughout the state? 

1 am assured by those competent to 
pass judgment tha”t the legislature of ’8P 
will compare favorably with its prede- 
cessors in average ability and fully in 
the integrity of its members. 

It is a healthy sign in the body politic 
when the primary meetings are well at- 
tended, here is our greatest safe guard. 
If the people will only consider it a duty 
to be present at these formative periods 
of our political life, all will be well in 
spite of the insinuation that the “lobby,” 
the great bug-a.boo, even dictates and 
decides who and what shall be the men 
and measu/es. 

It is well for our state that this year 
the people are generally awake and 
aroused and we are soon to learn whom 
that political party known as Republican 
will place forward as a standard bearer. 
Mr. Brackett and Mr. Crapo are both 
good men, either w’ould make a good 
governor, one of them doubtless will be 
the next governor of our state. 

It seems but fair and in justice to ask 
for space to deny here that the “lobby” 
is working for Mr. Brackett’s nomina- 
tion. This w’o believe untrue; the lobby, 
like other men, work for a consideration 
and it is a well-known fact that Mr. 
Br.Tckott or his friends have no large 
sum ot money to spend in trying to “in- 
lluence” his election. So far as money 
goes it is an admitted fact that Mr. Crapo 
is the fortunate possessor of a large for- 
tune, while Mr. Brackett is comparative- 
ly a poor man, and if merit and not money 
shall dictate a choice it would seem to bo 
in Mr. Brackett’s favor, as he is not of 
that “vast moneyed power seeking to 
tax the public for their profit.” 

In the matter of the great question of 
temperance legislation one thing is sure 
beyond disnute. Whatever Mr. Crapo’s 
principles may be, wo know what Mr. 
Brackett has done, For the last three 
years he has been chairman of a Sab- 
bath evening union meeting temperance 
service where No License was urged as a 
moral and religions uuty. 

.Mr. Brackett was an active worker in 
that line, and voted as he preached. No 
license, and he was perhaps as instru- 
mental in carrying Arlington as a No 
license town as any man in it. “By their 
fruits ye shall know them.” 

In reference to character in the legisla- 
ture of ‘SO. It should bo a matter of 
pride that our representative from Ward 
2, in his second year of service, was rec- 
ognized as a safe, judicial leader, one in 
wlioin the House trusted for his honora- 
ble dealing and his manly integrity, ho 
was but one of many. “ISans four, Sans 
reproche.” Citizen.

The hoard wan called to order Wednes- 
day evening by .Mayor Burr, who occu- 
pied the chair, and the roll called by the 
cle."k.

the Underwood school, the compensa- 
tion U) be fixed at which was so 

voted. The resignation of .Miss Hilma 
M. Ekman of Roxbury. read by Mr. Par- 
ker. was accepted. 

.Superintenrlent Emerson made hi.s re- 
port w hich was accepted. On motion of 
Mr. Pliilbrick, such part of the report as 
referred to evening schools was referred 
to the proper committee, and that to text 
books similarly referred. Mr. Horn- 
brooke presented a communication from 
Mrs. H. B. Wiswall of Wellesley asking 
for privilege to send her children to the 
Hamilton school. A good deal of (lis- 
cussion resulted. Mr. Barton opposed 
the measure on the grounds that we had 
no right to use the money of our citizens 
to educate children from other towns, no 
matter whether they were tax payers 
here, we owed this much at least to the 
citizens whose interests we represent. It 
now costs the city $814.00 for each pupil 
at the High school and 832.(ifi at the 
Grammar schools, and it is more than 
we should undertake to pay out of the 
funds furnished by our citizens for the 
education of their own children. 

Dr. Baker, in speaking of the matter, 
said that Mr. Wiswall lived ju.st over the 
line from Lower Falls and wa.s at the 
present time contemplating a residence 
on tliis side of the line. Mrs. Wiswall 
was very anxious to have her children 
educated in the Newton schools in which 
she herself bad been brought up. The 
parents would doubtless be willing to 
pay a fair tuition if the board thought 
best rather than forego the privilege. 
Others in that vicinity had been allowed 
the same by paying an annual tuition of 
82»J.(iO, and it certainly is reasonable to 
consider this case not as the same but as 
more deserving for the fact that Mr. Wis- 
wall is looking a residence within our 
limits. Mr. Joiin W. Dickinson thought 
tliere might be some legal technicalites 
agaiust allowing entrance to the schools 
free. Dr. Baker admitted that su:h 
might be the case and moved that it be 
referred back to the committee for in- 
formation. and it was so voted. Mr. 
Hornbrooke said that there had been no 
regular meeting of the coraniittee, but 
as it had been before allowed under like 
circuni.stances he had felt perfectly safe 
iu presenting tte communicatioc. Rev. 
Dr. 8hinn said a number of such cases 
had been allowed in Wards 1 and 7 until 
recently and that probably Mr. Horn- 
brooke'received a wrong impression. Up- 
on motion of Dr. Baker it was voted to 
refer it to the committee for decision. 

Mr. Barnard submitted his report of 
the financial standing of the schools, 
and the same was accepted. .\.u estimate 
of the appropriation required f«>r the en- 
suing year w.as placed at $121,00«.>. The 
financial standing could hardly be better 
than at present, all bills are paid with an 
exception of a small one of about 82.iXb 
and the amount estimated .vill cover our 
expenses for the coming year in as thor- 
ough a manner ;is th.it of lasr. Mr. Bar- 
nard moved that the e iy council be re- 
(piested to appropriate :he sum of 8121,- 
71MI for school expenses for the ensuing 
year, which w;is voted. 

Under the he.id of new basim ss. Kl*v. 
Dr. 8hiuu asked'to be lel aseil from his 
position as a member of the evening 
school coinini tee, liis resignation was 
accepted with regret by the .May**!'. 

By request of .Mr. I’utnev .Nliss Grace 
1 (iould’s salary was raised tvoiil ssToo to.v 
5sV>ii for the ensuing school year. 

That part of Sec. 4. CluCp. 1. .»f the 
rules and regul.itions relating to the de- 
tentiju of children .ifter school hours, 
wa.s brought up foi discussi..n. .V nia- 
jiUity agreed with Mr. Dickenson that it 
shoulil be left to the discretion of the 
te;\cher. It w;\s finally voteil. on motion 
of the last n.nned geutlein.in. that the 
part of Sect. 4. (.'hap. 1. of the rules and 
regulations relating to the detention of 
scholars after school hours be suspended, 
thus giving the teacher lull power. The 
motion of Dr. .'shinn to notify masters 
;ind principals of the change was c.irried. 
.Also, a motion that the te;ichers be re- 
iiuired to keep a full reconl of all such 
detentions, the reason, length ot lime, 
and otYeiiders n ime, such record tt> be 
open at all tiiiics to the superintendent 
and the committee. 

.Mr. I’arker moved that tlie pay of the 
jaiiiior at the Williams sclu*ol be lai.sed 
from ^’vs.iXi to 84000. Rifcrred to the 
committee on s.il.iiio;i. Dr. B.iker moved 
the sum »tf 8l‘» '*• be paiil the j.uiilor of 
the llainil on sclu»ol for work during the 
summer vacation. Referreii tv* the com- 
mittee »ui salaries. 

Du motion of Dr. 8hinn it w.is voted 
that the eiiv ci*uncil be requested to su- 
periiiteiul repairs t»n the scliool property 
liming the summer vacation, rather thaii 
in school ses.sion. 

The board then adjourned.

V. Ilafferraehl and others asked for 
two street lamps on Beecher Place, Ward 
0, and one on Carlisle street.

Emma A. Allen was 
granted a license to keep an intelligence 
office, corner of Washington and Walnut 
streets. W. F. Hammett asked to have 
a telephone pole in front of his residence, 
corner of Sargent street and Hyde aven- 
ue removed, as there were two poles, a 
hydrant and a catch basin in front of Ids 
house, and this pole stood in the street, 
and promises had been made to have it 
removed; referred to license committee. 

ORDERS. 

On motion of Alderman Pettee an or- 
der was passed appropriating <k) 00 for 
the purchase of voting stalls, desks, rails, 
and other tixtures for the several voting 
precincts. 

An order was passed naming the poll- 
ing places for the State and municipal 
elections. They are the usual places 
save in Ward 2, which has room 4, Cen- 
tral block and Tremont hall, and Ward 
5, which h.'is the Old Prospect school 
house at Upper Falls, and tho hall in 
Stevens’ block, Xewton Highlands. 

THE OAMKWEI.I. 1*01. ICE SYSTEM. 

Alder man Pettee iiresented an order 
mslrncting tho committee on police to 
contract with the (Jamewell Fire Alarm 
Telegraph company for tho introduction 
of the police signal system in Newton, at 
a cost not to e.Kcood in accordance 

with tho proposals submitted in June, 
I8SU. 

Alderman Tolmui moved to table the 
order in order that it might be called up 
later, but tho motion was lost J to 2. 

Alderman I’etteo said ho would have 
been willing to h ive tho or<ler tabled if 
he had known why such a motion was 
made. Ho tUfercil th*' order because he 
was impresse*! with the necessity lif the 
city council taking some action on the 
matter. Last year money was appropri- 
ated f'U' a police signal system because it 
was thought a necessity for Newtim to 
have one. 'I'he city council had had long 
hearings, had debated the matter at 
great length, and the common council 
had taken such action that it was imp«is- 
hible foi the Municipil company to coim- 
up there this year. He thought tho bus- 
iness should be finished. The police 
company had made no report sinci* the 
action of the council, and there had been 
delay enough ami discussion enough. 
He favored tho (Jamewell company be- 
cause he could not see why it was not as 
good a.» any other system, and a ciiin- 
jany that made smdi a perlect tire alarm 
system, on which so much depended, was 
ceitainiy able to make a system to call a 
wagon to remove a drunken man. .\ll 
the inembei were satistieil in their own 
minds, he thought, and there was no 
need of further delay. 

.Vlderm.'in ( hilds said that in Is^^ it 
was consitlereil very necessary to have a 
police signal system, and the tinancu 
committee wan appealed to to make an 
uitpropriatioii for that purpose. Tho 


m.attcr rested till June, when the police 
ooiumltteo reoommeuded the Muuielpiil. 
Tlie recommendation nas defeated. 
Nothing had been dvUie by tho connnit- 
teo since, ami be thought if it was so im- 
portant t»> have a police signal system, 
tlieie sboulil bo iio delay. He bad fa- 
vored tlm (iamewell sy.stotu because bo 
believed after tliorough investigation 
that it was the equal and indeed tho su- 
perior of the Municipal system. Tho 
(Iamewell company was n homo com- 
panv, and should bo encouraged. They 
had'ncver given a poor piece of tiro ap- 
paratus, ami would not give a poor po- 
lice signal system. There was no reason 
for referring it back to tho police com- 
mittee, their duty had ended, and there 
was no use in further delay. If tho po- 
lice signal servlet was needed last fall It 
was needed now, ami further reference 
could only delay the matter, probably 
till another voar. Tho Municipal com- 
pany were boasting now that Newton 
had refused to take tho Gamewell sys- 
tem, and were using this as au argument, 
although it was far from being the truth. 
Another thing might bo stated, although 
it was not an argument— the Gamewell 
company were thinking of building a 
new ami largei factory, moving to an- 
other site, and employing 1(X) men, and 
have works worth 8tMt,(HX>. Tho tax on 
this would go a good ways toward pay- 
ing the cost of tho Gamewell system. 
If Newton refused to do anything with 
them, they might listen to other cities 
which were offering them free sites, 
freedom from taxation, and other iu- 
ducoments. Waltham was making a 
great effort to get them there, and they 
had to decide tho matter this week. If 
the matter was referred back ho was 
frank to say that he did not believe any 
move towards adopting a system would 
be made this year. 

Alderman Tolman moved that the or- 
der be referred to a special committee of 
two aldermen and three councilmeu. 
Ho did not do this in the interest of 
the Municipal system; ho had no preju- 
dice against the Gamewell system, and 
w.YS ready to consider that company 
when the order came regularly before 
the board. Such reference w’ould give 
the common council a voice in the mat- 
ter. He was in favor of putting in some 
system now, and he would not say but 
that he would vote for the Gamewell. 

Alderman Childs thought the common 
council had got plenty of light ou the 
matter already, as it liad been so fully 
discussed. 

Alderman Hamblen was in favor of 
haviug some system now, and ho had 
looked over both systems and their 
workings, and preferred the Gamewell. 
He could not see where the thousand 
extra cost of tho other system came 
from. Tho Gamewell was fully the 
equal, if not a better system. 

Alderman Pettee did not see the use 
of further delays and another labyrinth 
of mystery with electricial experts. Tho 
committee had had since Juno to report 
and had done nothing. 

Alderman Childs could see no earthly 
object to be gained by a reference to a 
committee, except to postpone the whole ' 
thing to another year. 

Alderman Tolman thought it would be 
a good thing to have further investiga- 
tion by a new committee, but he did not 
want to be understood as working iu the 
interest of the Municipal company, as he 
was not sure that the Gamewell might 
not be entirely satisfactory. 

The amendment failed to pass and the 
order was then passed 3 to 1, Alderman 
Harbach voting no. 

THE LOWER FALLS BRIDC.E, 

Alderman Harbach read an order 
which was passed, appropriating 8732.05, 
and such sums as might be received from 
tho town of Wellesley, for the payment 
of outstanding bills for the construction 
of ihe bridge at Lower Falls. Ho said 
that after the appropriation of 85, (XX) 
was made for the new bridge, it was 
voted to rai.se tho grade, and that caused 
an extra expense: the unusual high water 
also caused extra expense, and the two 
temporary bridges and approaches there- 
to made the total amount foot up to the 
amount stated. 

THE STREET RAILWAY AMENDMENTS. 

Alderman Harbach presented the street 
railway order amended, the changes be- 
ing that the railway tracks are to be laid 
on the south side of Washington street, 
where the street is directly adjacent to 
the Boston & Albany road, that when 
the track is on tho side of the street 
chairs can be dispensed with, that the 
railway company can use concrete or 
macadam for tilling where either will be 
satisfactory to the highway committee, 
and that they can use a 45 pound straight 
rail. The report was accepted and au 
order passed, with a provision that if the 
filling used was not satisfactory to the 
highway committee, tho company should 
pave between the tracks and for 18 inches 
outside, that if the straight rail failed to 
satisfy the requirements, the Richards 
rail should be substituted. Alderman 
Harbach stated that the only private lot 
passed by the tracks on the side of the 
street was a small vacant lot next to the 
Hook A Ladder house in Ward 2. 

The .Street Railway company petitioned 
to be authorised to enter upon and n.so 
the West Eml railway tracks on Centro 
street, and also to he authorized to use 
electricity as a motive power and erect 
appliances for the same. Referred to a 
special committee consisting of Aider- 
men Harbacli, Tolman and Julinsoti. 

Thomas Maguo was granted a license 
to put up a wagon shed on Magnu Court, 
10 liy 45 feet. 

.Mr. E. W. \yood was appointed a com- 
mittee on revisiiiii of the city statutes in 
place of ex-.Mayor Fowle, declined. 

.Vinos L. Hale was appointed lOgistrar 
of voters, after which the board took a 
recess, and then atljoiiriied to next Mon- 
day evening, to receive election returns. 

THE COMMON cot NC I L 
passed business from the upper branch 
in concurrence. 

When the Gumewtll police signal con- 
tract came up, ('ounc:ilman Hyde spoke 
in its favor, and said that ho did not )>re- 
sent it as an argument, but Waltham was 
trying to induce the Gamewell company 
to move to that city, ami Framingliam 
bad olferred them freedom of taxes for a 
term of y»-urs, and otlier places were 
anxious to have the company. Newton 
had given llieiii no inducement, hut all 
the company asked was fair treatment, 
and they thiiUglit of moving to Ujiper 
I Falls, where they would build l-•xtensivo 
I works, and iiicreasu the number of oper- 
I'atives. Upper Fulls needs just such a 
i company, and the class of men that com- 
pany would bring there. He hu|>ed the 
order would be passed, and he tiioiigiit 
there was no question about the excel- 
lence of the Gamewell (.'o.’s work, or tho 
satisfactory nature of their police signal 
' system. 

( uuiicilinan Collins agreed with what 
had been said by .Mr. Hyde and adde«l 
that the class of men employed by the 
(•ainewell company were men who were 
, a Cl edit to any city. 'I'hey w ere all 
skilled meclianics of u high class, uiul 
• •rder-loving citi/eiis. The Gamewell 
system was fully as good us the Munici- 
pal, to say the least. 

I Councilman Wiswull said there was no 
question but ihut the city needed a police 


signal systom, and ho could see no rea- 
son for voting for tho Municipal in pref- 
orence to the Gainowoll. U was for tlio 
intorcst of tho city to have tho systom 
this year and he hoped tho order wonld 
pass. 

A vote was then taken and tho order ! 
pa.ssed, Councilman Moody only voting 
no.

Just four years 
ago they wanted free wools, and to-day 
they don’t want them. That is consist- 
ency. After such a barefaced lie in the 
lirst resolution it is scarcely worth while 
to go further. In fact the action of these 
manufacturers is so preposterously silly. I 
so outnageously false and mean, so as- 
toundingly contradictory to common 
sense, that we must fall back upon si- 
lence as Falstaff did, and conclude by 
saying, “Oh for breath to utter what is 
like thee!’’ Some may think the follow- 
ing letter extravagant, but we print it as 
the sincere expression of the feeling of 
many conservative business men. 

To the Secretary:— 

That veteran pair of public beggars, 
the wool and the “woolen interests,’’ 
are, by their importunities, goading the 
American people to a point where it is 
liablo«.to lose its patience and thrust 
them out of doors to shift tor themselves. 
After a whole generation of gluttonous 
feeding at the public lablo they now, 
through tlieir representative societies, 
put forth w’himpering sots of resolutiono, 
lamenting their low diet .'tiid dontanding 
more and better food. These last reso- 
lutions by the Association of Woolen 
Manufacturers are so full of hypocrisy, 
effrontery and absurdity, tliat we pre- 
dict they will prove ontiroly too miiclt 
for the public stomach. It is a curious 

I tarlnersbip, tliis triangular arrangement 
tetween the Wool Producers, the Woolen 
Manufacturers and the National 'I'reas- 
nry, w’hom for eonvotiionce we will name 
in tlioir order as A, B and C. A and B 
are very licit but keen and linngry for 
more, C is also very rieh but is fat and 
stnind. A gives eortaiii advantages to 
B, and B retiirns equivalont advantages 
to A. C also gives eiiurmous advaiitiges 
to botli A and B but by no chance do A 
and B over give anytliing to C. Conse- 
quently roost people, ineluding A and B, 
consider C a fool. Wlten beseeching tlio 
generosity of C, A and B are as smiling 
and affectionate as two brothers, but the 
niunient tlio clmrity is dispensed they 
qiiarroi over it like two tliieves over tlio 
“swag.” Ami tliis is tlio present eoii- 
teiitiun. The Association of Wool Pro- 
ducers and tlio Association of Woolen 
Manufacturers are quarreling over tlio 
“swag.” For 27 years those two public 
dupendants have had “protection’’ siicli 
as lias rarely been accorded to any inter- 
est in any time or place. During this 
period a tivx of from .70 to UJ per cent, on 
foreign prodnets— a tax which lias proved 
an ontrageuns burden on the coiisnmer— 
lias sliieldeil them from the natural com- 
petition of tlie world. In tlie last few 
moiitlis, since Bonj. Harrison became 
President ami Wm. Wiiulom Secretary of 
tlie Troasnay, these two national bonotl- 
ciqries have had additional unstom-lionsu 
decisions made for tliem, wliieh will 
transfer millions of dollars from tlio 
pockets of plain jicoplu to tlie Immls of 
wealtliy nmnnfauturers ami ranelinieii. 
Tins golden stream is a stiinnlating 
liquor. Like all stimulants it is nii- 
liealthfnl and reacts upon tlio users. 
Their cry is ever for more stimnlaut. 
Like the drunkards, tlioir thirst grows 
constantly stronger, until at last it seems 
that tliu t limes of higli tariff liquor liavu 
uctually fuddled tlio liruins of tlie Wool 
and \V%)olon men. “Wlioiii tlio gods 
would destroy, tlioy lirst make mad.” 
Tl e Wool and Woolen haiigoi*s on of tlio

EXCITEMENT A.MONH CHICAOO TE.VCTI- 
Ells. 

A point of much interest is raised in 
Chicago at tlio opening of the fall term 
of the public schools, in regard to tlie il- 
legality of employing ns teachers women 
wlio .are aliens. Tlio Illinois state alien 
law. prohibiting the oniployment in tho 
public service or on any public works of 
“aliens who liave*not declared tlieir in- 
tentions of becoming citizens” w'ns 
passed at the last general Assembly. 
Tho .'ippllcability of tliis law to tho pub- 
lic school teachers is now lironglit to tlio 
front. There is much discussion of the 
subject, some even averring that a wo- 
man cannot he a citizen because slie is 
not oiifrauchisod.i and therefore that 
women cannot servo in any public capac- 
itv. This qiieBtion lias, however, been 
practically settled by the courts admitt- 
ing women to citizenship in many cases. 
In this controversy tho law applying to 
the citizenship of women will bo made 
clear. Be the law on that subject wliat 
it may, that forbidding the payment of 
monev for public service to an alien is 
explicit, and the conclusion of this agi- 
tation in Chicago will be watched with 
n terest all through the country. 

SOME CHAUTAUQUA WORK. 

One of the features of the Chautauqua 
school this summer has been tho wo- 
man’s club, which held a daily session 
from 8 to 9 o’clock in the morning. 
Such subjects as the home; wage-work- 
ers, and how to better their condition; 
women and the public scliools; temper- 
ance; missionary conferences, and lec- 
tures on cookery, have claimed tlie at- 
tention of the club. Chautauqua lias 
peculiar advantages for a full discussion 
of whatever subject is taken up. .as near- 
ly every state and territory in the Union 
is there represented. 

THE UAMABAI SCHOOL. 

The first quarter of Ramabai’s school, 
in Poonaah. India, ended June 11. 
There are 22 pupils, and five more wid- 
ows have applications made for them, 
according to an extract from a private 
letter from Rixmabai, published in “Lend 
a Hand.” The school began with two 
pupils. At tho end of three weeks more 
came, .and it is now expected that the 
number will steadily increase. Miss 
Demmon teaches English to all the girls 
in the afternoon. In the morning she 
teaches language, reading, writing, arith- 
metic and geography to two pupils. 
All the common branches are taught in 
the Marathi language, and soon it is ex- 
pected to give instruction in Sanscrit, 
physiology, botany and hygiene. A 
young manwlio is studying in tlie Grant 
medical college lias placed his youn[ 
bride in this scliool. He cannot afford 
to pay her board, as he lias nothing but 
the scholarship of his college to depend 
upon— which is just enough to pay his 
own bi»ard. 

UNJUST CO.M BENS ATION. 

Oiir government sets the example of 
unequal compensation for the work of 
men and women. No one contends that 
niiskilled labor should receive equal pay 
with skilled, but the most is made of 
the fact that a large number of women 
untrained to any occupation must earn 
their living. In the treasury department 
at Washington there is a woman, expert 
in the detection of counterfeit bills. 
Her skill in this line is said to be mar- 
velous, and no one else, man or woman, 
can compete with her, yet she receives 
less pay tlian any of the men. One of 
the male clerks fell ill .and his wife took 
his place. lie lingered along ill for a 
year and a half, Iiis wife doing his work 
and then died. Her work liad been pro- 
nounced satisfactory and she was ap- 
pointed his successor. While she drew 
the pay in his name it remained tlio 
same, but now the moment she received 
it in her own name it was reduced one- 
half. 


All lurnsion of Fleas. 

Boston honsokcepers are troubled 
with an inroad of Heas, which swarm 
over houses and makes tho lives of the 
residents miserable. They are now re- 
ported principally from tlie Noutli End 
and Ruxbnry but last year Cambridge 
liaci its visitation. So far they have ap- 
peared in only one house in Newton, as 
far as known, and then they liecatiie so 
bad that tho lioiise was elosed and 
fumigated. They wore supposed to 
come to Newton in tlio costly imported 
rugs with wliich tlio lumso was furnished, 
and tiie I'limigatiun although it disposed 
of tlie lleas did great damage to tliu 
gilding on monldiugs and wall paners, 
Sweet fern is recommend as a remedy, 
plentifully strewn almiit tho rooms, ami 
wormwood is also said to be an effectual 
remedy. 

The Ilea is to bo found in all parts of 
the world, and lives by sucking tlio blood 
of man, beast, and fowl. Hu is found 
wherever sand and <lust accnmnlate, and 
ill cracks of lloors and refuse heaps. Tliey 
may take refuge in beds wlieiever clean- 
liness is neglected. In sumo countries 
they are so abundant as to be an iutolor- 
ablo nnisanco to residents ami travellers. 
Espucialiy is this so in Australia ami 
Italy and other countries of southern 
Europe, wlioro general warmtli and dry- 
ness encourage the growth of tliis insect 
to an extent wliieh tlio precautions of 
tlio Iionsowife are nnavuiling. Tim 
fomaie Ilea is somewhat larger than tim 
male, but tlio so.xesare utiiorwise similar. 
Thu head of tho tiea is small and oum- 
presbcd. roiiiuled above, tho eyes being 
at the bides. Tim mouth has two laiicot- 
liku nmiidibles. the maxillae being rep- 
pesunted by two concave scales, both 
forming a sntfforial beak, with a slomler. 
bristleliKo tongue, the whole being In- 
elased between two tliroc-j»dnteil plates, 
while the boily is covered witli a tongli 
iutugnient, As is well known, tim tiea is 
powerful and active. 'I'lie Ilea undergties 
a immplute metamorphosis. Tim ftonalu 
lays about a dozen eggs, wliito in color, 
tlie larva being a worm witliont legs, but 
none llm less lively. Wlmn about to 
eliungu into pupa it uncloses itself in a 
little bilk cocoon iiiul unmrges a perfect 
tiea, fully uipiippud for busiimss. Cluaii- 
liimss and euretnlness aru tim piiiieipal 
limans to bo used to keep out tlmso pests, 
Imt wlmii tliubu preeantiuns are found iii- 
sullieiunl certain aioiuatio plants siionld 
be employed, such as tluise iiieiitioiied 
above, tlieir odors being appareiiily de- 
testable to tim insect. Flealiauc is also 
aiiotlmr good remedy. Whichever remedy 
is nseii sTmnlu Im well sprinkled ubuiit, 
ouly to be swept up when the pests liave 
disappeared. 


Hunger for good American short sto- 
ricH can be satintlcd by tho feast of thin 
species of litoratnre to be foniul in the 
October number of Harper’s Magazine.

Margaret J. Preston tells, in “Aunt Dor- 
othy’s Funeral,” of obsequies wliich 
“man proposed,” but wliich were sub- 
seipiently celebrated willi joy and mer- 
riment; and Mrs. Lucy C. Lillie, in 
“Captain Brooke’s Prejnd ice,” relates 
tim story of a caprice and its consequen- 
ces to two lovers. Piofessor Cliarlos 
Eliot Norton, of Harvard University, pre- 
sents a paper upon “Tho Building «)f tlie 
Church of St. Djiiis.” W. W. Keone, 
M. D., tlio eminent Pliiladelphia sur- 
geon, gives a clear and conipreheiisive 
account of“Recent Progress in Surgery.” 
T. do TliulHtnn> furnislios many illustra- 
tions empliasizing Tiieodore Child’s des-

Asc'.iam down to Mrs. Barbanld; and tlio 
iieat-iiaiided Agnes Repplier, in “Fiction 
in tlio Pulpit,” calls some of the great- 
est novelists of this century into tlio 
court of art to answer for tlieir didactic 
offences. Mr. Cliesiintt’s “Dave’s Neck- 
liss.” a story in tlie negro dialect, sliows 
niuieniahle pow’cr and patlios; Mr. James 
ill liis superlatively clever novel, sliirksa 
situation this montli after a fasiiion iiis 
admirers liavo long since leariieil to ex- 
pect; the contributors are ingeiii«ms ami 
witty; and tlie verso, by Mr. Scollanl and 
others, is of good (piality.

GOOD TEMPEKANCE WORK. 

Tiik present administration of city 
affairs is certainly to bo recommended 
for its vigilance and success in breaking 
up illegal liquor selling within the 
limits of the city. The kitchen bar- 
rooms are being weeded out with a re- 
lentless hand and no favor is shown to 
any one suspected of being engaged in 
the business. Mayor Burr promised at 
the beginning of the year to see that the 
laws were enforced and how well ho has 
done this is shown by the police court 
record. Up to September first there have 
been 21 convictions for illeg.al liquor sel- 
ling, four more than under any previous 
administration during the same period. 
There have been two convictions since 
that date, and by the end of the year, 
according to present prospects, there 
will have been twice as many convictions 
as were ever before secured in any one 
year in Newton. 

Mayor Burr eertaiuly deserves great 
credit for the decided stand he has taken, 
and he has earned the approval of all 
who desire to see the laws enforced, and 
the cause of temperance advanced. The 
evil effects of allowing the no license 
law to be disregarded, and illegal busi- 
ness carried on with more or less open- 
ness, are too well known to need any 
comment here. In his work, the Mayor 
has been greatly aided by Marshal 
Richardson, who secs that the cases are 
well worked np, and suflicent evidence 
secured to secure conviction. The police 
have received very strict instructions in 
this matter, and they feel that they have 
the support of the head of the city 
government in their work. 

it may he two much to expect that 
4hi8 illegal business will be entirely 
broken up, but there never was a time 
wlvcn It was carried on so cautiously, and 
when the haw is so closely obeyed, us far 
as outward appearances go. If any sel- 
ling is done it is done so secretly as to be 
a great compliment to the administration. 

In tliis cimnectiun. it might not be out 
•of place to call attention to the utter 
uselessness and cowardice of anoymous 
complaints. Some people are very wil- 
ling to curapluiu of illegal selling of 
liquor, but when asked if they will allow 
their names to be given to the police, 
even, f<ir reference, they utterly refuse, 
as they say they do not wish to he known 
in the matter. If they know that the 
law is violated they should give the facts 
to the police, that the law-breakers may 
be punished, but very few citizens are 
willing to do this. For instance, a cer- 
tain druggist has been complained of for 
illegal liquor selling. But the complainants 
refuse to appear before the board of 
Aldermen, to ask that the license he 
revoked, or to have their names used in 
any way. Of course in such a case, it is 
iiossible to do nothing. The prominent 
citizens of Newton Centre set a worthy 
example in this respect, they suspected 
that a certain druggist was not obeying 
the law, they made complaints, appeared 
before the board of aldermen and secured 
the revocation of the druggist’s license. 
This is the projier way to do, and the 
only way in w hich the olfender can he 
reached. There are very few druggists 
in the city, however, who are in any way 
sus])ected of trying to evade the law.

'1 he City C'oui.i il lia> at last taken def- 
inite action in rcgaid to ‘.he (luestioii of 
a police signal s 5 steni and have voted to 
acccjit the (j.iinewell systems, which will 
be very satisfactory news to citizens gen- 
erally. The Gamewell c<Miipany made a 
l>erfectly satisfactory show ing at the e.\- 
hibition given in the City Hall, and con- 
vinced the majority of the members (»f 
the council that they could do the work 
fully as well as the Municipal Comi»aiiy. 
Many of the members also looked at the 
workings »j 1 the two system in dilTerent 
cities, and were satisfied that the (iame- 
w cll company was doing all that w as re- 
«)uire(l in .New ton. 

At the public hearing also, the Munici- 
pal experts were very unsatisfactory in 
their testimony and piejudiced their case 
ill the minds of all who were not already 
committed bi them. In addition, the pro* 
vision that the city must take the whole 
charge of the system, alter it was once 
]mt up, and that the Municipal company 
declined to be responsible fur its caie 
or maintenance or repairs, fur even a 
brief period of time, miuie the majority 
think that they did not care to buy ‘’a 
pig ill a puke.” Besides, the Municipal 
system was to cost a thousand dollars 
mure, and it did not seem wise to throw 
that sum of money away for nothing. 

The Gamewell company ia a home cum- 


p.-iny and tho City Council has set a 
worthy oxaniplo in patronizing homo in- 
dustrii'R. They j>ay large taxes every 
year, and with the new hnildings they 
l>rop«>He to put up. these taxes will he 
increased, and tho plan to remove the 
company to Upper Falls will he good 
news to that village, where such a solid 
manufacturing company will bo a wel- 
come addition to the manufacturing in- 
dustries of that place. If other places 
are so anxious to have the company lo- 
cate in their midst, that they are offering 
free building sites, freedom from taxes 
for a term of years, and other advanta- 
ges, surely Newton would bevciy foolish 
nut to try to keep the company hero, 
especially when they can give just as 
good service, to say tho least, as a for- 
eign corporation. It is a matter for con- 
gratulation that the matter is settled, and 
that we shall soon have a police signal 
system. Work will probably begin with- 
in a very few days, as soon as the con- 
tract can he signed and the preliminaries 
arranged. 


THE .STATE CAMPAIGN. 


The Republican .State convention has 
settled tho question of a candidate for 
governor, and although Mr. Crapo was 
not chosen, the number of votes he re- 
ceived was a splendid endorsement of 
his fitness for jlio jdace, coming as they 
did from tho best element of the party. 
A little'more practical work in getting 
out voters to the caucuses would have 
nominated him, but unfortunately tho 
men who generally .\ttciid tho caucuses 
and run the ‘‘m.achine” were on the 
other side, and the Brackett movement 
was in charge of very skilful politiciaus. 
There is nothing to be said against Mr* 
Brackett personally, and we hope he will 
have the courage to break loose from the 
“State House traditions” of the past few 
years and make a return to the policy 
followed by earlier governors and which 
Mr. Crapo would have followed. 

Mr. Haile was nominated for lieuten- 
ant governor, and this was an admirable 
selection and will strengthen the ticket. 
The remainder of the old ticket was 
nominated, as it ought to have been, as 
there wmre no reasons for making any 
change. 

The resolutions were of the usual 
character, but the planks in relation to 
civil service reform, and asking that in 
Massachusetts appointments the Presi- 
dent shall appoint the men who “repre- 
sent and are thoroughly acceptable to 
the great body of this state,” and 
pledging him the support of the Republi- 
cans of Massachusetts in his endeavors 
to extend the law regulating the civil 
service “and to root out the evil of 
patronage” seem rather conflicting. 
Popular sentiment carried the insertion 
of an appeal to our Senators aud Congress- 
men “to urge and support a thorough 
and equitable revision of the tariff, so as 
to adapt it to changed business conditi- 
tions affecting New. England industries.” 
This is ail excellent recommendation and 
show.s that we are becoming emancipated 
from our bondage to Pennsylvania. On 
state issues the platform is sound, and 
it is altogether an excellent document. 

Chairman Robinson’s speech showed 
the lack of any very exciting issues now 
before the country, but the party will 
hardly endorse his recommendation to 
take off the taxes on whiskey and tobac- 
co. Those taxes cause no sufferiug, and 
it is certainly the statesmanlike policy to 
tax luxuries rather than necessaries, 
Indeed, judging from the recent increase 
ill the public debt, the revenue from 
these taxes cannot he dispensed with. 


MR. GILMAN’S LEI TER. 

In another column we give a letter 
from Representative Gilman, in reply to 
the Nationalist appeal, and it will be 
found to be interesting reading. Mr. 
Gilman takes a very optimistic view of 
his associates in the last legislature, and 
thinks that they were uujustly character- 
ized by the Nationalists, which shows 
Mr. Gilman’s kindiie.ss of heart, and his 
desire to think tho best of everybody. 
Even the lobby, he thinks, is not as black 
ns it is painted, and the lobbyists them- 
selves are evidently proud of their busi- 
ness, as they boast of it and celebrate it 
with a public ilinner. According to the 
qiiotatiuiis of what tho lobbyists say, 
they are great public benefactors, and 
the legislature could hardly get along 
without them, and do its work cieditalily. 
Tho old fashioned and the right way 
iievei tlielc.ss would seem to be to consid- 
er a (luestioii on its merits, without re- 
gird to what may l»o said by tho man 
hired to advocate the passage of a hill, 
whether they he ex-governors, ex-con- 
uressinen, ex-speakers, or cx-aiiythiiig, 
whose name and reputation makes the 
corporations willing to pay a high price 
for their services. It would be ridicu- 
lous, lor instance, to iiiiagine George 
Washington, after his retirement from tho 
Presidency, as willing to attempt to in- 
ti iieiice the action of Cuiigicss, no mat- 
ter wiiat the size of the fee that was off- 
ered him. But in these days men can 
not afford to be so siiueamisli. and this is 
what the Nationalists mean, we supiioso. 

Mr.tHIman quotes a iiiimhur of iiaiiius of 
excellent men who now hold political off 
ioe, but their iiilluuiice someliow seems to 
be of little weight when compared with 
that of the Hills and Dualeys and l^uays 
and (iorm ms, who are now in control 
of our|pulilics. Neither party has a mono- 
poly of the men of shady character, any 
more than it has of the viiiuous, and 
what would be considered bad morals in 
private business is too generally thought 
to be not only justifiable hut perfectly 
proper ill politics. Smartness too often 
takes the place of honesty, and success 
atones fur everything. The fact that 
a widespread protest is being made, that 
such a large minority are restless under 
the unworthy leadership forced upon 
them, aud even the appeal of the Nation- 
alists, exaggerated though it may be, 
shows that a reaction is setting in, in fa- 


vor of a return to hotter method^. It is 
this whlrh gives good hope of tho future 
of |tho Republic. Wo have plenty of 
good men, and if tho people can only he 
roused to attend tho caiicusos, tho nomi- 
nation of tho host men can ho sociirod, 
and ability, fitness and character will | 
again ho tho tests. 

Now that tho governorship question is j 
settled, Newton people are beginning to j 
discuss the candidates for Rcprosi'nta- j 
tives the coming year. Mr. Gilman has 
served one term and according to the j 
usual custom, will bo given a rcuomina- | 
tion without opposition, as he has made ;

KEPRESENTATITE GILMAtf. 


REPLIES TO THE CHARGES MADE lY THE 
NATIONALISTS. 


To the Editor of the Gbaphio. 

1 am very much obliged to youfor the 
privilege of another commuiioation 
relative to the Nationalist appeal which 
as you say is causing much disussion 
and which appears to me to be nry far 
out of the way in its descriptionof the 
last legislature. If such characterzations 
as is priuted is the case, then pay we 
reverently say in words to whicliweare 
all accustomed “God save the Ccnmoii- 
wealth of Massachusetts.” 

The first charge in tho Appeal b, that 
the quality and character of tip legis- 
lature has been steadily declining from 
year to year, during the lat de- 
cade, until now the General Court 
of 1880 is charged as boilg the 
most incompetent and corrupt body 
that ever sat in the State House. The 
legislature is composed of 240 menbers 
of the House of Representatives and 
forty members of the Senate, an avrage 
of one representative to about ever 3 ten 
thousand iiilinbitants of the state tho 
con8lituoiicie8,who elect their represota- 
tive men, are scattered from Cape Cd to 
the BerkshireUills. It is claimed, aid I 
think not without foundation, that our 
system of government has educatedand 
elevated to that degree in these yeas so 
as to produce men of equal integrityind 
high sense of honor as any that havepro- 
ceded it. Will any eandid persoi as- 
sume to declare that in the face o all 
facts, easily obtainable, that the i>ople 
of this state have iM> far degeiieratmlthat 
they can send only men of base chariVter, 
that can be bonght and sold like otile 
in the shambles? 

The address also states “that Mie 
legislature failed to carry out meiuirea 
tending “to secure parity of the bilot, 
aud uphold the general welfare.” The 
gentleman from Lynn who introd.ced 
and successfully carried through the P, 
Australian ballot bid at the Igis- !; 
lature of ’88 was also a member of 881), ■ 
and can tell of his fellow members o the j' 
house who successfully resisted it at 
tempts to impair this important nieaure. 
and kept the sympathy of a laigema- 
jority of the members bu reiMlerin tho 
samer as far as wiis possible, more pvfcct 
in its details for the publoc gotnl. 

In youi editorial you quote tho 
•Milford Joui'iiars dictum *No leiii- 
her who voted for the Bo.'*ton and A'uaiiy 
stock j »hbery last season skiiild 
he returned to the ui‘xt egis- 
lature,’^’’ which, if carried out, 
would exclude almost the in ire 
delegations west of Boston oti the hiu of 
the B.'«k A. U. R. Most of the oppoitioii 
to tho ineieiise of tho caprJal stiH-kcanio 
frtnii tiioinheis residing in other setions 
of tho state. 

Upon one iitlier point r«gnrdiu| this 
matter there was a diff'eruiu'e id oynioii, 
and that was whether tbie new stoek 
should lie iilloweil to be taken b the 
stock htdders or whether it siojild ho 
sold iit publiu auction. L senglit ijlvieo, 
myself, I roiii gentlemen largely eoniocied 
witli railroad interests and i'ucei\t^ con- | 
dieting opinions, some favoring m|o and { 
some favoring the other. On the i lode, | 
it seemed to mu to he just and tajr that 
the stock holders should share b any 
benefit, if any acerued, as thef bad 
shown their tailh in the radnid by 
investing in its stock aud also iju fact | 
that the stock was very largely jeld as 
trust funds and these would be beielltcd 
by i). 

The (iitAPHK' very pleasantly lifers to 
Newton’s represeiitativeH in the words 
'‘tliere were just us good men in he last 
legislature, no doubt, us were evff'seeii 
there, among them being the twiirepre- 
sentutives iroiii Newton.” Nov^ as a 
matter of fact, both the Newton repiu- 
seiitutives voted for the Boston dr tlbauy 
hill, and in doing it, we were ppliably 
actuated by the same facts and Eiffives 
as animated other inenihers of theaouse. 

1 think 1 am speaking for Mr. Shiuiii in 
saying that both he and I wuuliliuseut 
any impututiuu that there were u*J many 
other men in the last house of lepre- 
sentatives more able, as iiitelligut, aud 
actuated as much by a desire fur tb pub- 
lio good as were we. Neither of us be- 
longed to any “ring” or were ve iu- 
tlueucud by “the lobby.” buch puural 


statements as those that have hecii made 
by certain Boston pipers for poliiical ef- 
fect, and copied 1 discriminatciv by 
others, have done more harm to the 
oaiise of good govoninient in this state 
than their piomoteis prohahly conceive. 

In a 111 liter of moral and good govern- 
ment It may ho noted that tho legislature 
successfully passed tho necessary laws 
to submit tho ProhihltoiT amendment to 
tho votes of tho people of the state. Then 
was strong ])resstire by endoavors to in- 
fitionco tho opinion of memhevs, hut 
with no success, ns tho vote of tho mem- 
bers showed. 

Tho logisintnro did its full duty ' 
in a mniilv mnniier to this most important ^ 
(luestion and that tho people did not sec ! 
fit to accept It certainly can cast no re- 
tlce.tion on tho integrity of tho members 
of tho legislntiiro. It is also charged 
that tho legislature was tho servant of 
“an uncrnpuloiis and strong lobby.” It 
.also states “that a quarter of a century 
ago tho Lobby ivas hardly known.” In 
reply to this. I quote from one of the 
largest circulated and most influeiitinl 
newspapers in Now England. “In tho 
light of evolution, our legislative lobby 
of to-day is far in advance of what it was 
even twenty years ago, that is in practices, 
and comprehensive measures. Formerly 
memhors were won to tho support of a 
measure by social considerations of a 
peculiar and oven questionable character. 
Tho country member was taken in hand, 
shown the “elephant,” a dinner or sup- 
per at some leading hotel, a tour of tho 
city hotwoen ton at night and tho same 
hour in the morning to see the sights, 
and tho country member was willing to 
do anything. Filled with wine and a full 
stomach, ho was rc.ady to promise any- 
thing to please his.entertaiiiers.” Such 
is the picture as it was drawn of that 
time. The same paper ooutiniies “but 
since that day, ana tho triumph of the 
old lobby, there have been marvelous 
changes in our industry and commercial 
affairs. With vast interest, at stake, is it 
any wonder that less reliance w.as placed 
on the old lobby system for giving satis- 
faction. In these days, it is considered 
fair play to allow a man to testify in his 
own behalf.” 

I quote from an interview in the same 
paper referred to above from a gentleman 
of tho 3rd House who said fr.aukly, “lob- 
bying is our business. We do not deny 
it and consider it perfectly legitimate. 
To illustrate, an important measure is 
sought for before the Legislature, tho 
matter is referred to a committee for 
consideration and report. When tho 
hearing is held, counsel is generally em- 
ployed in the interests of those who 
work for the legislation that they may 
better explain to the committee the 
merits of the case and show that the 
measure asked for is needed ; others are 
employed in opposition, to endeaver if 
possible to defeat it by argument or 
other means best known to the legal pro- 
fession. No one blames a lawyer for 
using his best endeavors for the interests 
employed. This is all that the lobbyist 
does. We endeavor to enlighten mem- 
bers, as t^ the merits of a cause and 
hold to that fact as legitimately as the 
lawyer for the same cause. It may cost 
money to carry any measure, it does not 
follow that a legislator’s vote has been 
purchased at a cash rate. 1 do not say 
that money may not have been paid, but 
I will say that I do not know anything 
about it. Neither does it by any means 
follow that if the services of the lobby 
are not secured, that they arrange them- 
selves in opposition to the measures 
that arc sought for. If it be one of pub- 
lic utility, we do not oppose it, on the 
contrary, there are measures that come 
up where our services are not engaged, 
where we do all we can to see a matter 
of general interest carried through, hut 
when private interest comes up and tries 
to obtain legislation, we feel free to dis- 
cuss the merits of the case and express 
our opinion, ns any one else has a right 
to do. The gentlemen connected with a 
lolihy or known as members of the third 
house may be found in the coriidors and 
waiting room at the .State House, ever 
ready to impart information, courtnoii.s 
and obliging, and appear to ho simply 
lui>king after tlie interestSras they claim, 
legitimately intrusted to their keeping.” 
The appeal makes sjiecial mention of the 
fact of a public dinner held by members 
of the Third hotise at tho close of the 
last session and to which .also you cal) 
ray attention. A daily papei in noticing 
it says, “one peculiarity of this fe.ast was 
the entire absence of whiskey, punch, 
champagne or wiire. There was not a 
particle of it in the banqueting hall.” 
Surely tbey could not be charged as being 
intemperate in drinking whatever else 
I hero may bo agaimril them and they at 
least set a good example that otkers may 
follow. A garbled qisotation is given of 
a sentiment that was proposed tostead of 
being as quoted “TTo the member who 
has one l»and upon the pulse of labor 
aud the olber on the pulse of capiral,” 
the daily paper referred to gives it|H8 
simply “Ijtbor and tie public pulse,” 
(surely nothing very revoIutiuMiry in 
that) whick was responded to by a 
gentleman who said h» had tor thirty 
years been a defender »f labor wHhont 
conipeiisation, a very noticab4e dif- 
Oerencu in the sentimeot as quoted, and 
the seutinieiit as given. 

In refeni:*g to the commuiKicatioii 
signed by “Cilizeii” whi»h you puUishod 
bust week, yon referred to tho above din- 
ner, evident ly under a aiisa))pre tension 
ofi facts.

Fir Stronger Tlinii Onk. 

It Ih gcncrnlly Huppnncd that oak la 
much atrongcr than fir, hut a aerioa of 
teata made recently nt the car aliopa of 
the Northoii Pacific railroad, in Tacoma, 
Wnahington Territory, ahowa that the 
reverao ia actually the caae. The testa 
wore made by actual breaking strain, on 
sticks two by four inohea and four feet 
long, the weight being applied in the 
middle of a span of tlireo feet nine-inchoa. 
Tlie results of five testa were ns follows: 
First, an old piece of yellow fir, six 
years exposed to the weather, broke at 
3(KI2 pounds; second, a new soft piece of 
fine-grain yellow fir broke nt.'UX}2 pounds; 
thirn, old piece of yellow flr, coarao 
grain and hard, broke short at 4.320 
pounds; fourth, a new piece of flr from 
the butt of a tree coarse grain, broke 
witli a stringy frac'.nro at 30.35 pounds; 
fifth, a now piece of Michigan oak broke 
nearly short off nt a weight of 2428 
pounds. The deflections before breaking 
were as follows: The first and second 
pieces, half an incli; third, three eighths 
of an inch; fourth, flve-eighths of an 
inch; fifth, the onk piece, one inch and 
an eighth.
